Toasts on Patriotic Subjects Re- 
sponded to by Members of the 
Presidentinl] Party and Others. 
Off for Tuskegee Afterward. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Dec. 15.—In_ the 
beautifully-decorated dining-room of 
the Kimball House tonight, the. At- 
lanta Peace Jubilee, which brought to 
this city the President of the’ United 
States, several members of his Cabinet 
and many list:nguished figures of the 
war with Spain and resulted in utter- 
ances by the Executive which have ce- 
mented hard and fast the bonds be- 
tween the North and South, was 
brought to a fitting close by an elab- 
orate banquet. Covers were laid for 
300. <All the city’s distinguished guests 
were present and seated at the Presi- 
dent’s table. The Atlantians attending 
the banquet were representative of the 
city’s wealth and business interests. 
Many preninent men from all parts of 
the South also graced the tables. 

Hon. Clark Howell, editor of the 
Atlanta Constitution, acted as toast- 
master. At the President's table were 
seated: The President, Gov. Allen D. 
Candler, Hon. R. A. Alger, Lyman J. 
Gage, Hon. John D. Long, Charles Em- 
ory Snith, ons James Wilson, Maj.-Gen. 
Shafter, Hon. Charles -F. Warwick, 
Lieut. Richmond P. Hobson, Dr. R. D. 
Spalding, Hon. Stephen O’Meara, Maj. 
Livingston Mills, Hon. John Addison 
Porter, Capt. R. J. Lowery, Gen. A. 
Cc. M. Pennington, Gov. Voorhees of 
New Jersey, Hoke Smith, D. J. Fenno, 
Hon. Frank P. Rice, Gen. Henry W. 
Lawton, Rufus B. Bullock, Hon. George 
R. Peck, Gov. Joseph P. Johnston, Maj.- 
Gen. S. B. M. Young, Hon. E. E, Settle, 
Maj.-Gen. Joe Wheeler, Col. W. A. 
Hemphill and Mayor C. A. Collier. 

Hon. Clark Howell introduced the 
President. His speech was one of the 
best of the evening. He referred to 
the fact that the last glance of the 
Spaniard as he retires frcm the conti- 
nent which he gave to the world falls 
upon the Maria Teresa, rocking today 
on the Bahama reefs in hailing dis- 
tance of the spot on which Columbus 


| first anchored in American waters, to 


put his foot on San Salvador’s shore. 
Mr. Howell said enlightenment first 
had birth. in China, He traced its 
progress westward till finally the guns 
of Admiral Dewel completed the cir- 
cling of the globe by shattering Spain’s 
Asiatic dce-ninion. He paid a tribute to 
President McKinley’s policy of ap- 
pointing southern men and ex-Confed- 


erates to high offices, which, he said,’ 


had “broken forever the barrier that 
divided the North from the South, and 
stamped the indissoluble seal of un- 
derstanding and fraternity upon the 
Union.” 

The President, as he arose, was the 
recipient of hearty and spontaneous 
greeting. The cordiality with which he 
has been received on all occasions dur- 
ing his visit, was nowhere more evident 
than at tonight’s gathering. The Ex- 
ecutive was compelled to stand and 
bow some moments before those about 
the tables would permit him to proceed. 
The President responded to the toast, 
“Our Country.” He began by a pleas- 
ant reference to an earlier visit to the 
city of Atlanta, -and spoke feelingly 
of his association then with Georgia's 
brilliant editor, the late Henry W. 
Grady. Continuing, the President said: 

“Four years have gone since I last 
met the people of Georgia, in public 
assembly. Much has happened in the 
intervening time. The nation has been 
at war, not within its own shores, but 
with a foreign power, a war waged 
not for avenge or aggrandizement, but 
for our oppressed neighbors, for their 


| freedom and amelioration. It was short e 


‘cause it was hopeless. 


but decisive. It recorded a succession | 
of significant victories on land and 
sea, It, gave new honors to American 
arms, It has brought new problems 
to the republic, whose solution will tax 
the genius of our people. 
will meet and solve them with honor 
to ourselves and to the lasting benefit 
of all concerned. The war brought us 
together; its settlement will keep us 
together. 

“Reunited! Glorious realization. It 
expresses the thought of my mind and 
the long-deferred consummation of my 
heart’s desire as I stand in this pres- 
ence. It interprets the hearty demon- 
stration here witnessed, and is the pa- 
triotic refrain of all sections, and of all 


lovers of the republic. Reunited! One 
country again and one country for-. 
ever! Proclaim it from the press and 


the pulpit! Teach it in the schoois! 
Write is across the skies! The world 
sees and feels it! It cheers every heart, 
North and South, and brightons the 
life of every American hoine. Tet 
nothing ever strain it again. At peace 
with all the world and with céech other, 
what can stand in the pathway of our 
progress and prosperity?’ 

Hon. J. D. Lone, Secretary of the 
Navy, followed, responding to the toast, 
“The Navy.” The Secretary's effort 
was the happiest of the evening. His 
remarks for the first fifteen minutes 
were on almost every other subject than 
that assigned. He referred humorously 
to everybody from Gen. Washington 
down to the present day, and paid high 
tribute to the American blue jackets, 
who, he said, was the typical American 
citizen. 


Maj.-Gen. Shafter was heartily 
cheered when introduced by. Mr. 
Howell. He responded to the toast, 
“The Army.” He said: 


“Too glowing a tribute cannot be 
paid to the noble little army which 
contributed so freely the lives of its 
best men to bring about this happy 
issue. The bulk and the flower of our 
regular army composed the- Santiago 
expedition. Words cannot graphically 
depict the obstacles overcome; the 
suffering endured, and the hardships 
undergone. If you could have seen, as 
I have, officers and men alike, push- 
ing from day to day on to Santiago 
through the tropical jungles, under a 
tropical sun, wet with tropical rains, 
exposed to unknown dif ®ases, and only 
the coarsest fare to .at, you would 
agree with me that th. -vpical hero is 
the American “All this he bore 
uncomplainingly—it was his duty, no 
questioning, no faltering, and this it 
is that bore him on to victory. ‘Such 
is the soldier of the American army of 
today. He is entitled to all the love 
and gratitude that a great and gener- 
ous nation ean bestow upon him.” 

PECK’S TALK, 


Hon. George R. Peck was believed 
to be the northern speaker of the 
evening, and, rising, responded to the 
toast, ‘“‘The New UWnion,”’ being loudly 
applauded. Mr. Peck said: 

“A stranger from another land, wit- 
nessing this brilliant festival, might 
well inquire: Do you celebrate victory 
or peace? The prompt, emphatic an- 
swer would be—both. One preceded the 
other but a little, as the flush of dawn 
heralds the full brightness of the day, 
but both are ours, and nobly won. In 
all these joyous observances, we are. 
under an influence which is not mere 
exultation, but what Matthew Arnold 
might have called, a sweet reasonable- 
ness. The nation, looking into its own 
heart, weighing its own motives, sub- 
jecting itself to a rigorous introspec- 
tion, is content. The task it assumed 
when the year was young has been 
finished, though the year is not yet 
ended. Why should we not 
|

“The American flag is beautiful tn 
itself. but its colors inspire only as 
they symbolize the majesty, the 
power and the honor of the American 
pecple. Think of the past year. North 
and South lose their significance when 
Manila and Santiago tell their story. 
Who cares from whence came the 
heroes who led the heroes who fol- 
lowed? Alabama shall not claim 
Wheeler and Hobson; nor Vermont as- 
sert that Dewey is hers alone. What 
is Illinois? They 
are great, but only great because they 
are narts of a greater nation. The 
Spanish war was not the war of any 
State. but of all the States; it was the 
war of a nation, strong in its high 
sense of right, and strong because it 
held in its keeping the cause of justice 
and humanity. American sovereignty 
follows the American flag. If it leads 
across western s* to the east, or 
floats over the Oregon, dashing the 
foam of two oceans from her prow as

States, whom we 
What he is and for what he represents, 
we all unite in acknowledging his 
sincerity of purpose, his wisdom, and 
the high patriotism which, by day and 
by night, has guided him in his diffi- 
cult situations and unexpected emer- 
gencies. I know of no duty :which 
can rest more solemnly upon the Amefi- 
can people than that of sustaining and 
strengthening him in the great respon- 
sibilities he is bearing so bravely and 
so well. 

“Statesmanship does not require ab- 
solute foreknowledge, but it does re- 
quire the rare ability to meet con- 
ditions as they arise. When Dewey 
sailed into the bay, he readjusted in 
an hour the policies and aims of a cen- 
tury. He changed the balance and 
equilibrium of nations, and served no- 
tica with every shot he fired that 
henceforth the United States must be 
counted. We have entered new fields, 
as advancing nations always do; we 
have assumed new duties, as living na- 
tions always must, It may, indeed, 
be true, that our fathers did not write 
out on parchment what must be done 
if, by the fortunes of war, our flag 
should be carried to islands and scas 
remote, 

“But, gentlemen, the flags cannot 
come down. The institutions and the 
nolity of a free republic are equal, to 
new conditions, or they are worthless, 
A nation that cannot keep pace with 
what its own arms have accomplished, 
is already catalogued With the 
capable and the degenerate. The new 
union, which war has welded more 
firmly together, summons us and leads 
us forward. It does not invite re- 
sponsibilities, nor shictk from them. 
Historv has been busy in these last 
eventful months, interfusing all the 
elements of our national life, so that 
‘the parts forget that they are parts, 
and remember only as indissoluble, 
indivisible, indestructable union.” 

A splendid speech was that of Hon. 
Stephen O’Meara, editor of the Boston 
Journal, the next on the list, and its 
hreception was one of strong approval. 
“Responding to the toast the 
Plymouth Rock of Cuban Freeaoin,” 
he said: ‘‘Plymouth Rock and Santiago 
stand for the earliest planting and the 
latest product of free government in 
America. Coupling their names, thus, 
we cover in a breath the crowded his- 
tory of almost three centuries. In vain, 
however, we seek a likeness between the 
‘Mayflower, frail and quivering in De- 
cember storms, and the mighty fleets 
which threw first their threatening 
shadows and then the bright blazing 
light of liberty upon the Cuban coast. 
We turn from the ice and snow and the 
killing frost of Plymouth Harbor to the 
heat and ooze and the deadly fevers of 
Santiago Bay. We put against the 
halbred and the matchlock of the Pil- 
grims the mine, the torpedo, the breech- 
loader, the Searchlight, the dynamité« 
gun. The planting at Plymouth was 
by a scant hundred men, women and 
children, all of one race and religion. 
all moulded by the beliefs and influ- 
ences of one parent country; to the 
fruitage at Santiago 25,000 soldiers and 
sailors, unvexed by the rivalry in blood 
and in conflicting creeds, gave the 
picked and disciplined powers of mind 
and of body inherited by them from 
half the nations and races of the world.

Her enilitia in 1861 were in Baitimore 
and Annapolis and Washington, almost 
before the troops of intervening States 
had left their armories..1In April of 
this year the deciaration of war found 
her regiments of heavy artillery, the 
only militia organization of that arm 
in the country, ready to enter the coast 
fortifications. When the first call for 
volunteers had been issued and the 
needs of the War Department had been 
declared, she put into camp on succes- 
sive days four full regiments of infan- 
try, armed and equipped for field serv- 
ice, 

“What were some of the results of 
such regicnents? The Second Massa- 
chusetts was one of the two volunteer 
regiments which fought with the regu- 
lars on the first bloody day before San-

tiago. The Ninth Massachusetts Was 
one of the two additional volunteer 


regiments which landed at night and 
by a forced march from Siboney 
reached the trencnes at San Juan aad 
assisted in the repulse of returning 
Spaniards. Another Massachugetts 
regiment, the Sixth, arrived off Siboney 
with Gen. Miles, but after seventeen 
days on a transport was landed in Porto 
Rico among the first troops, and went 
at once under fire. The Fifth and 
Eighth Massachusetts, disappointed in 
earlier chance for foreign service, are 
in camp awaiting orders for Cuba. 
The 400 men of the Massachusetts na- 
val militia, who served in the ships 
of the navy, came from a corps founded 
in Massachusetts a dozen years agp or 
so, developed since in the whole coun- 
try that it furnished 4500 men to the 
navy in the war. Besides her full quota, 
Massachusetts gave 2000 recruits to 
he navy and the marines, and to the 
egulars 2000 more, of whom 700 fought 
vith the Seventh United States Infan- 
‘ry at Santiago. ..

MISSISSIPPI FLOODS, 


Not Bue to the Cutting Down of 
Timber, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Commerce today agreed 
on the report of the subcommittee ap- 
pointed under the resolution of March, 
1898, to investigate the report upon the 
floods in the Mississippi River Valley, 
their causes and prevention. The sub- 
committee, consisting of Senators Nel- 
son, Elkins, Vest, McBride, Gallinger, 
Berry and Caffery, has visited many 
points and altogether given the subject 
very careful attention. The report was 
prepared by Senator Nelson, chairman 
of the subcommittee. In regard to the 
cutting of the timber at the headwa- 
ters of the streams, the committee says: 

“Nothing in the evidence or other 
data obtained by your committees dis- 
closes the fact that the destruction of 
timber at or near the headwaters of 
these river systems seems to cause or 
promote the floods referred to. Where 
the timber is cut down for purposes 
other than cultivation, the underbrush 
ywemains and grows more luxuriant 
than ever, and seems to retard the wa- 
ter. When timber is cut down for pur- 
poses of clearing and cultivation, the 
plowed area becomes an enlarged ab- 
sorbant of moisture and it is a gener- 
ally accepted opinion, that the destruc- 
tion of timber tends rather to diminish 


Ahan to increase the rainfall.” 


With reference to five reservoirs in 

the headwaters from the Mississippi, 
the committee says: “They repress, to 
some extent, the floods in the river bot- 
toms above Lake Popin and improve 
the navigation of the river in low wa- 
ter down to that point, but have not 
material effect upon the floods or navi- 
gation of the river below that point.” 
* On the subject of reservoirs in gen- 
eral, the committee continues: “The ev- 
idence discloses no ether points on the 
upper Mississippi available for reser- 
voir purposes on the Missouri, the only 
point where sufficient holding has been 
found for a reservoir is on a branch of 
the river above Great Falls, Mont. Such 
a reservoir, if constructed high enough 
to bring the waters of the Missouri 
into the Milk River valley would be 
valuable for purposes of irrigation, but 
would have no material bearing on the 
Hoods in the Mississippi river nor on 
the navigation of the Missouri river. 
The evidence, as well as the other data. 
discloses that on the Ohio river, as well 
as its tributaries, where reservoirs 
could act more directly on the floods 
than elsewhere, with the one exception 
of the St. Francis Basin, there are no 
suitable sites or holding grounds where 
reservoirs could at any moderate. or 
reasonable expense, be constructed 
that would be adequate to restrain the 
great downpour from mountain tor- 
rents during the great freshets during 
January, February and March.” 

The committee represents quite 
comprehensive historical sketch 
levees and jetties in the Mississippi. 
With reference to the levees they say 
that the experience of 1897 indicates 


that a complete inclosure of all the 
river basins w require from three 
to four feet Higher levees in Louisiana. 


and from four to six feet on the Yazoo 
levees. 

The eommittee concludes that no sub- 
Stantial relief from the floods can he

obtained by means of outlets: heneée the 
conclusion that only through 
hroperly. constructed levees could the 
Proper relief be secured. The commit- 
‘ee turnishes an estimate of the cost of 
ompleting the levee svstem, putting 
ne figure at from $18,000,000 to $20,000, - 
mo, and the time necessary at fron 
four to five years. The opinion is ex- 
press d that with this expenditure, pro- 
tection could be assured. 

The committee etates that. good re- 
sults in assisting navigation have been 
obtained from dredging with the new- 
style hydraulic dredges, which have 
proved very effective, and recommends 
that ample provision be made for con- 
tinuing this work. The committee con- 
cludes that it is very doubtful whether

pass, saying: 

“Uniess the pass can absorb much 
more water, the scouring process can- 
not be increased nor a deeper channel 
obtained by that method. To secure 
a greater volume of water it would be 
necessary to build and prolong great 
training dikes at the head of the pags, 
and to fortify them with mattress sills 
and other works, so as to bring about 
a large inflow. In the next place it 
would be necessary to build strong and 
extensive levees on both sides of the 
pass from the head to the jetties. There 
is scarcely sufficient foundation for 
such levees, The earth and riprapping 
Wweuld have to be brought from a great 
distance, and the embankment would 
be subject more or less to the storin, 
the waves and the back water of the 
gulf. In short, such leveeing would be 
an extensive and most expensive jetty- 
ing from the head of the pass to deep 
Water in the gulf. These are some of 
the difficulties which occur even to the 
low lands, The cost would be enormous 
and the result doubtful.” 

The committee then turns its atten- 
tion to the southwest pass, saying: 
“But the commerce of the Mississippi 
valley asks and is entitled to a much 
deeper and broader channel:to the sea 
than now afforded or likely to be af- 
forded by the south pass. The south- 
west pass is regarded in many quart- 
ers as the cheapest and most reason- 
able route through which to obtain the 
repuisite deep water navigation. Con- 
gress has already made. provision for a 
thorough examination and survey of 
this route. The engineers having the 
work in charge have not yet made their 
report, ner completed their work, and 
until they do it would he premature 
for us to suggest or advise. We may 
add that to improve the southwest pass 
and at the same time to maintain and 
utilize the south pass, and thus secure 
the advantages of two passes, is no 
novelty,

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


NOVEMBER EXPORTS BROKE THE 


-— 


Attributed to Development of Nat- 
ural Resources—English Exports 
for the Year Fall Off Over Two 
Million Pounds—Our Tariff Said 
to Be Partly Responisble. | 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun says our exports 
of domestic merchandise in 1898 will 
amount to over $1,200,000,000. The 
United Kingdom will export domestic 
merchandise valued at less than $1,- 
140,000,000. Our foreign trade in the 
past three years has grown by leaps 
and bounds, while England’s has been 
at a standstill, and the United States 
Treasury and the English Board of 
Trade returns at the end of this 
month will show fhat the place England 
so long held as the greatest exporter 
of domestic products has been taken 
by the United States. Eight years 
ago, when England shipped to foreign 
countries products to the value of $1,- 
280,758,643, the world’s ‘high-water 
mark. while our domestic exports 
amounted to but $845,999,603, it did not 
saem possible that before the end of 
the decade America would outstrip 
England, and take her place as the 
greatest exporter of home-made prod- 
ucts. Our advance, considering. that 
in the middle of the decade we passed 
through one of the most disastrous 
panies in our history, has been won- 
derful. 

November's export trade broke the 
record. The Treasury Department Bu- 
reau of Statistics preliminary figures 
for the month, show that our exports 
of domestic merchandise amounted to 
$127,483,467, exceeding the record of De- 
cember last by. $4,330,384. Including a 
few exports of foreign products, our 
exports last month amounted in all to 
$129,783,512. December, 1897, the record 
was $125,053,961, while the record prior 
to that was $117,185,926, made in De- 
cember, 1896. The November exports 
show an increase of over $13,000,000 
over those ‘in last November, while the 
increase over the November exports 
of three years ago is over $42,000,000. 
Up to the end of October, the English 
exports for the year had fallen off 
£2,600,000, while the imports had in- 
creased £14,000,000. This wonderful in- 
crease of our export trade is attrib- 
uted to the development of our nat- 
ural resources, and it is said that our 
tariff was in a large part responsible 
for the decline of England’s export 
trade. 

With the new record for merchan- 
dise exports in 1898, will come a new 
record for gold imports and a remark- 
able record for excess of gold imports. 
The reoord of 1880 is already swept 
away. For eleven months of this 
year the gold imports were $419,396,370, 
and the exports were $284,975,316 in ex- 
cess of imports of $134,421,054. In pre- 
vious years when our export trade has 
risen to abnormal figures, Europe has 
paid its debts largely through the in- 
crease of it’s gales of merchandise to 
this country. Now we are increasing 
our exports to unheard-of dimensions 
and at the same time are cutting down 
our imports. This year our imports 
will be over $100,000,000 less than last 
year. 


THE IRON AGE. 


Review of Market Conditions and 
Tendencies in Steel and Iron. 
fA. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The Iron Age, 

in its review today says: 

“There are indications that the mar- 
kets are getting excited, and the voices 
of those who are urging caution are 
being heard. 
ably in foundry pig iron, buyers have 
been taught a sharp lesson and are 
made to realize that their long-main- 
tained attitude of skepticism was not 
warranted by the facts. There have 
been very large transactions in the 
West, our Chicago correspondent re- 
porting an aggregate of sales of 100,000 
tons, while Cincinnati estimates sales 
in that district at 50,000 tons. South- 
ern buyers have also placed orders, 
among them being one pipe works with 
12,000 tons. In the East there has been 
a good movement, one furnace com- 
pany placing 17,000 tons in one day, but 
on the whole, the East being able bet- 
ter to draw upon local furnaces and 
upon Virginia, the demand has been 
less urgent. A number of the large 
sellers have withdrawn entirely from 
the market, and have turned away a 
heavy tonnage. Export business has 
continued, but it remains to be seen 
whether home requirements will not 
divert the iron out of the export 
channel and thus afford relief. 

“Our statistics show that coke and 
anthracite iron capacity expanded 
6500 tons during November, but that, 
in spite thereof, stocks fell of 21,00u 
tons. Bessemer pig, now completely 
dominated by the valley producers, 
has been advanced 25 cents a ton for 
the first quarter of 1899. Under mode- 
rate sales the steel-billet market has 
advanced to $16 at Pittsburgh, and 
$15.75, which was done at Wheeling, is 


being withdrawn. Chicago reports 
sales aggregating 25,000 tons. As yet 


there are no indications that the great 
wire interest has entered the market. 

“The struggle in the steel-rail trade 
between the East and West continues. 
The Lackawanna Company of Scran- 
ton, Pa., has captured additional large 
orders, and have now on their books 
an aggregate of 100,000 tons from roads 
west of the Allegheny Mountains for 
1899 delivery. The starting of the sec- 
ond rail mill, that of the ‘North mill,’ 
is being considered. A part of the fa- 
mous Coolgardie order has been at last 
secured by American mills, taking 33,- 
000 tons of steel plates for the pipes. 
it is understood the additional ton- 
nage for the same work may be placed 
in a few days. Chicago notes sales of 
about 6000 tons, and in the East some 
orders for boats to be built in Atlantic 
Coast yards, have been placed. 

“Wire rods have moved up quite 
sharply in sympathy with steel. They 
sold as low as $20 a few weeks since, 
but are now held at $21.50. A stronger 
feeling is developing also in the differ- 
ent branches of the wire trade. 

“Export inquiries continue heavy, 
and some business in pig iron has been 
put through. The bids for 320,000 tons 
of rails for Victoria, Australia, are to 
be opened on the 17th. An inquiry is 
now-in the market for 200,000 tons of 
rails for Asiatic Russia, delivery to 
extend over two years.”

THE SAMOAN STEAL. 


UNCLE SAM TO KEEP AN EYE OR 
TWO OPEN, 


Action of Germany and England in 
Landing Troops Declared to Be & 
Violation of Treaty—’Jack Bru- 
netti” and Wife. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIMES. | 
NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In view of the alleged land- 
ing of German and British marines on 
the Samoan Islands, the Navy Depart- 
ment has determined to send vessels to 
the islands. This move has not been 
determined on by reason of the land- 
ing of marines, but to look after the 
construction of a coaling station at 
Pago-Pago. The department has no 
war vessel to assign to Apia, but it will 
very shortly send a steamer to Pago- 
Pago with material for construction of 
a pier and other improvements for an 
American coaling station there. Had 
the war not intervened the government 
would now have the Mohican at Pago- 
Pago, representing the United States. 
At the first opportunity a warship will 
also be sent to Pago-Pago. Another 
will be sent to Delagoa Bay. The 
present policy is to have a vessel of 
the navy at every station where there 
are international negotiations in prog- 
ress for the purchase or exchange of 
property which may ‘be used as naval 
stations. 

The Navy and State Departments 
feel a keén interest in the report that 
English and German marines have 
been landed at Apia. Such action is 
declared at the State Department to 
be a violation of the tripartite agree- 
ment between the United Sttaes, Ger- 


/nany and England, that the landing of 


troops can only be by the consent of all 
the parties interested. The State De- 
partment prefers not to make any com- 
ment on the action of England and 
Germany until an official report has 
been received, 
“JACK BRUNNETI’S” WIFE. 

An interesting rumor is current in 
diplomatic circles that the next Min- 
ister from Spain to the United States 
will be the Duke d’Arcos, well Known 
in Washington as “Jack Brunneti,” a 
former attaché of the Spanish lega- 
tion there. The Duke d’Arcos married 
a famous Washington woman, Virginia 
Lowery. It is said that the fact of his 
having an American wife has caused 
his selection for the Washington mis- 
sion. The Duchess d’Arcoss enjoys the 
distinction of being usually spoken of 
as the woman who jilted Admiral 
Dewey to wed her Spanish admirer. 

SUGAR TRUST’S ADMISSION. 

Failing in its recent effort to break 
it stock to par, the Sugar Trust is 
now ready to admit that a truce has 
been declared with the Arbuckles, and 
that trade is once more in a state of 
harmony. It maintained, however, that 
the trust was not prepared to make 
these admissions until the present pol- 
icy of the Senate toward the Philip- 


pines is settled. The rumor is that the 


policy of an “open door” in the Phil- 


ican Sugar Refining Company, which 
wants Philippine sugars shut out from 
competition with the H aiian crop, 
whch it has just bought. Very little 
importance is attached to tle story in 
Wall street. John Arbuckle refused to 
be interviewed last night. Henry O. 
Havermeyer said the rumors were “a 
pack of rubbish.” 
THAT CHINESE RAILROAD. 


The enterprise of greatest popular 
interest just now with which the late 
Calvin S. Brice was lately connected, 
is the American China Development 
Company, commonly referred to as the 
Brice Chinese syndicate, a concem 
widely ramifying in its financial con- 
nections. It is a New Jersey corpora- 
tion, which has secured a concession 
from the Chinese government, and 
which organized to build a railroad 
from Hankow to Canton, and thence 
to tidewater near Hongkong. 

The proposed line will be 900 miles 
long and traverse territory having 
more than two and a half times the 
population of the continental portion 
of the United States. The interests 
represented in the syndicate controlling 
it include the Vanderbilts, Rockefellers, 
Levi P. Morton, the Carnegie Steel 
Company, Vermilyea & Co., Brown 
Bros. & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and 
the presidents of the Chase, First Na- 
tional and National City banks of New 
York. It was regarding this conces- 
sion that Thurlow Weed Barnes, 
grandson of the late Thurlow Weed, 
a few days ago brought suit against 
Brice and his associates, claiming $1,- 
000,000 for commission in having suc- 
cessfully promoted the scheme with 
the Chinese government. Mr. Brice 
was a director of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. 

HAVANA’S SCARE. 

While capital for investment flows in 
a steady stream to Cuba, where agri- 
cultural pursuits are already feeling 
the touch of prosperity, the ‘business 
men of Havana are panic-stricken and, 
instead of endeavoring to increase their 
trade, are canceling orders.

as it can be engrossed. Believing that, 
under present conditions, I can be more 
useful to my country as a civilian than 
as a soldier, I hereby tender my resig- 
nation, to take effect immediately upon 
its acceptance.

THE SIXTH CALIFORNIA. 


Final Day of the Muster-out of the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The War 
Department today made public the 
formal order providing for the mili- 


tary government of Cuba. The nota- 
ble feature of the order is that Maj.- 
General Ludlow, who is designated as 
military ‘governor of Havana city, 
while nominelly subordinate’ to the di- 
vision commander, Gen, Brooke, is ap- 
parently charged to exercise all the 
civil functions in that place, under the 
direct authority of the President. Gen. 
Lee’s functions appear to be limited 
to those of a strictly military charac- 
ter, although it is said at the War De- 
partment he may be~ eventually 
charged with all the duties, civil as 
well as military governor of a prov- 
ince. The text of the order is as fol- 
lows: 

“WAR DEPARTMENT, Washing- 
ton Dec. 13.—By direction of the ,I’res- 
ident a division to be known as the 
division of Cuba, consisting of the 
geographical departments and the 
vrovinces of the island of Cuba, with 
headquarters in the city of Havana is 
hereby created, under command of 
Maj.-Gen. John R. Brooke, U.S.A., 
Who in addition to cominand of the 
troops in the division, will exercise the 
authority of military governor of the 
island. 

“Maj.-Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, U-.S.V.., 
commanding the Seventh Army Corps, 
is assizned to the command of all the 
troops in the province of Havana. 

**Mai.-Gen. W. A. Ludlow, U.S.V., is 
designated as the military governor of 
the city of Havana, and will report 
direct to the division commander. He 
is charged -with all thet relates to col- 
lection and disbursement of revenues 
of the port, and city and its police, 
Sanitation and general government 
under such regulations as may be pro- 
scribed by the President.

AGONCILLO’S DISCLAIMER,

LONDON, Dec. 15.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Agoncillo, the representative of 
Aguinaldo, the insurgent leader in the 
Philippine Islands, sails for New York 
Saturday, to, as he alleges, resume his 
duties as representative ‘of the Philip- 
pine government at Washington. In 
an interview he said: 

“The only portion of the Spanish- 
Ameryvican treaty which we are con- 
cerned in is the cession of the Philip- 
pines, which is illegal, as the Span- 
iards lost their sovereignty over the 
islands, and the Americans cannot dis- 
pose of the future of the archipelago 
without consulting the _Philippines. 
Their consent by popular vote is neces- 
sary. As universal suffrage forms the'! 
basis of the American Constitution, the 
United States cannot carry it out. The 
result of the peace commissions’ delib- 
erations is only satisfactory to us inas- 
much as Spain is turned out of the 
Philippine Islands. 

“T do not know officially why the 
Philippines have not released the Span- 
ish prisoners. I telegraphed to Aguin- 
aldo on the subject, and I hereby de- 
clare it to be untrue that they are 
held for a ransom. I can only regard 
the eventual fate of the islands as he- 
My countrymen will 
resist to the bitter end any attempt to 
sell the Philippines to any foreign 
power. We are anxious to be united 
and allied to our good friends, the 
Americans, but beyond this we are de- 
termined at all hazards to remain in- 
dependent.”

AGAINST EXPANSION. 


VEDERATION OF LABOR DOES NOT 
BELIEVE IN IT. 


Ww 


Declares Against What it Calls the 
Spirit of Imperialism” and Only 
One Delegate Defends It—Con- 
vention’s Doings. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


KANSAS CITY, (Mo.,) Dee. 15.—At 
its annual convention today, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor declared, by 
almost a unanimous vote, against a 
standing army in the United States, 
which is in reality recognized as a pro- 
test against expansion, or the “spirit 
of imperialism,’ as it Was termed by 
the delegates. The issue came to the 
hends of the convention through a 
resolution which grew out of sugges- 
tions in President Samuel Gomrers’ 
annual report. The debate opened with 
the committes, of which Mr. Henry 
Lloyd of Boston is chairman, offered 
this resolution: ; 

“Whereas, AS a result of the. re- 
cent War with Spain, a rew and far- 
reaching policy known as imperialism 
or expansion is about to thrust upon 
us @ large and standing army, and an 
autocratic navy, this convention offers 
its protest and calls upon its officers 
to use all power to defeat it.” 

Samuel Bb. Donnelly of New York, 
president of the American Typograph- 
ical Union, was the first speaker, and 
practically the only delegate who, in 
anv way. defended the cause of expan- 
sion. 


“Expansionists have always won,” 
said he, in the course of his :emarks, 
“because it is in the interest of a 


higher civilization. Don’t believe that 
the €5,060,000 people who do net belong 
to trades unions in this country are 
oing to bow ao vn to a system of im- 
perialism or pay homage to a crown, 
I know JI em in the minority here, but 
if we adopt this policy against expan- 
sion, I want to so farther and ceclare 
against this peace alliance with Great 
Britain.” 

S. J. Kent, labor commissioner of 
Nebraska. spoke clong the same lines 


as did Mr. Lioyd, arraying himself 
directly against expansion. 
Andrew Furuseth, representative of 


the Seaman's Union, characterized the 
result that he thought would follow 
expansion as similar to the importa.

‘Resolved, further, that the Secre- 
tary of the Senate and the Clerk of 
the House of Representatives be in- 
structed immediately after the adop- 
tion of these resolutions to have a copy 
of the same enrolled and duly aitested, 
and that they deliver the same to His 
Excellency, the President, in person, be- 
fore he leaves the capital of the State.”

MAYORS’ MEETING, 


Necensity for Civil Service Reform 
Treated—Resolution Adopted, 
[ASSOCIS4TED PRESS NIGHT RELORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.—The 
League of California Municipalities, 
which was organized in this city yes- 
terday to promote better government 
for the cities and towns of the State, 
and which is composed of the Mayors 
of the cities and towns, met again to- 
day. Mayor Phelan of this city opened 
the meeting. He dwelt upon the ad- 
visability of greater coiperation be- 
tween cities, and advocated the adop- 
tion of charters. He spoke of the ne- 
cessity of civil-service reform. 
Thomas Hutchinson of Palo Alto 
said: ‘In matters of legislation, what 
is wanted is concert of action among 
the towns, prompt information as to 
proposed legislation, uniformity of 
laws and greater skill, intelligence and 
accuracy in drafting them. The Legis- 
lature has tinkered with the Munici- 
pal Incorporation Act until it is now @ 
disgraceful piece of patchwork.” Mr. 
Hutchinson proposed the following res- 
olution, which was adopted = unani- 
mously? ; 

“Resolved, that the Committee on 
Legislation, in conjunction with the 
Judiciary Committee, be and are here- 
by instructed to propose and obtain if 
possible the adoption of an act pro- 
viding that copies of all laws intro- 
duced for passage at Sacramento be 
mailed, as fast as introduced, to the 
clerks of all the municipal corporations 
within the State.” 

F. W. Dohermann, president of the 
Merchants’ Association of this city, 
addressed the meeting at length upon 
the concentrated action of European 
cities toward better government, and 
deplored the fact that frequent changes 
of city officers in this country was det- 
rimental for the reason that each new 
officer adopted a new routine, and that 
the new routine has but little oppor- 
tunity to show its good qualities, if it 
has any, for the reason that the offi-

MAJ. FRAZIER RETURNS. 


Tells of Proposed Railways and Na- 
tive Atrocities in China.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Dec. 15.— 
Harry Frazier, a railway engineer sent 
by the Chinese Development Company 
of New York to survey, plan out and 
report on railway routes in China, with 
the object of immediate constructiog, 
has returned home with his assistants. 
Mr. Frazier mapped out roads from 
Peking to Canton, Shanghai to Woo- 
song, and Canton to Kaloon, as far as 
securing charters from governors of 
districts is. concerned. The governors 
had no objection. Maj. Frazier Says 
railroads cannot be built without the 
aid of soldiers. Mr. Frazier leaves on 
Thursday for New York. He says he 
met Prince Henry of Germany, who 
Was extremely hostile to the idea of 
United States citizens building rajl- 
roads in China. . 

J. Fleming, an English missionary, 
has’ been killed by natives and soldiers 
at Tsing Ping, ninety miles east of 
Kuei Yang. The’ mission house was 
raided and burned down. There has

MRS. BOTKIN NERVOUS, 


She Feared That Dunning Might Go

CALIFORNIA WINES. 


Harmony of Interest Will Make the 
Jndustry Sound, 

~~ {ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}- 

ST. HELENA, Dee. 15.—At a meet- 
ing of the Winemakers’ Corporation 
here today, it was announced that a 
sale of 5,000,000 gallons of wed wine 
had been made to the principal San 
Francisco wine dealers, the price 
paid ranging from 12% to 15 cents per 
gallon. 

President Henry J. Crocker stated 
that as a result of an agreement be- 
tween the Winemakers’ Corporation 
and the California Winegrowers’ Asso- 
ciation, the latter had relinquished its 
judgment of $100,000 for a cash pay- 
ment of: $10,000, and that hereafter 
harmony of interest will result in 
profit to all concerned, placing the 
wine industry of the State on a sound 
basis. 

President Crocker. announced that 
the settled price of grapes will not be 
less than $10 per ton, and that fluctua- 
tions of the wine business will not af- 
fect the purchase of the crop. Money 
will be advanced to the full amount 
of the contract if 90 per cent. of the 
growers codperate.

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 15.—National 
expansion, Whether or not it shall be 
indorsed by the American Federation 
of Labor, was the subject of discussion 
at the morning session of the conven- 
tion this*morning.

Samuel 
Donnely of New York spoke strongly 
for expansion, 

Delegate Lloyd of Boston followed in 
a strong speech against expansion. He 
‘said that he had never been in favor 
of an alliance with Great Britain or 
any other country, and he was not in 
favor of it now. Such an alliance 
would be a sad blow to organized labore 
of the United States. Continuing, 
Lioyvd declared he would have the 
Federation of Labor serve notice upon 
every politician in the country that 
any man voting for expansion, would 
place himself in deadlx enmity to the 
organized labor and  oarganized 
labor would work for his defeat at the 
polls. The Federeation of Labor, he 
Went on, should not be drawn away 
into political questions; it should at- 
tend to its own business. 

Delegate John W. Kirby likewise 
spoke against expansion. The annexa- 
tion of such countries as the Philip- 
pines would drag labor to the level of 
the countries annexed. The Federation 
of Labor should wash its hands of the 
whole question, and not be drawn into 
a ywoblem which politicians are using 
for their own best interests.

HARBOR JUBILEE. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA TO CELE- 
BRATE COMMENCEMENT WORK, 


Plans Laid for an Imposing Rarbe- 
eue at San Pedro—Executive 
Committee of Twenty-flve—A 
Southewestern Commercial Con- 
gress to Be Called. 


The beginning of work on the San Pe- 
dro Harbur will be celebrated by a 
great jubilee. The enterprise was made 
certain yesterday at a conference of 
prominent citizens in regard to the 
matter, and the first steps were 
taken in preparing for the celebration, 
as well as planning the organization 
of a commercial league of the south- 
west, in which it is expected to include 
all the cities of Southern California, 
Arizona, New Mexico and Utah. 

W. B. Cline presided at the meeting 
and George W. Parsons acted as sec- 
retary, At the opening of the meeting 
there were present the following- 
named, while many. others came in 
later: Will A, Harris, T. E. Gibbon, 
George Gephard, W. W. Lowe, Kaspare 
Cohn, A. W. Skinner, J. R. Mathews, 
G. J. Griffith, A. P. Harwood, R. H. 
Ferron, Byron Erkenbrecher, C. A. 
Sumner, D. 8. Norton, W. L. Campbell, 
M. W. Tilton, J. Seick, F. Van Vleck 


Charies Forester, of Los Angeles, John; 


T. Gaffey, D. A. Moore and W. H. Save 
age of San Pedro and B. L. Borland 
and C. O. Wicker of Long Beach, and 
C. D. Daggett of Pasadena. 

T. E. Gibbon being called on, gave 
his opinions of the work to be done. He 
thought an executive committee should 
be appointed to have charge of the 


‘vork, and that it should be upon the 


basis of all Southern Califernia acting 
as hosts, for all sections are interested 
in the harbor. He said the city could 
afford to invite a hundred prominent 
men from towns with which it hopes 
to have commercial relations, and to 
make them the guests of the city, and 
he thought that while this celebration 
was taking place an effort showld be 
made to organize a southwestern com- 
mercial league, looking to the promo- 
tion of the good-will which exists be- 
tween Los Angeles and the other cities 
of the Southwest. 

G. J. Griffith expressed hearty con- 
currence with the remarks of Mr. Gibe 
bon. 

Postmaster Mathews said that he 
looked on the celebration as a very im- 
portant matter. There are 990 miles of 
sea coast in California, and the various 
sections of this coast are all throwing 
out their tentacles in close competition 
for the benefits which are to come with 
the growth of the State. Like the rest 
of the coast, Los Angeles is trying to 
center trade at the home city, and 
while working for Los Angeles in par- 
ticular, its people are also working for 
all Southern California in general, and 
it is of great importance that all 
sections of the seven southern cosun- 
ties should feel that they share with 
os Angeles the benefits of this new 
harbor which is to place Southern Cal- 
ifornia in towch with the Orient. Re- 
ports coming in are to the effect that 
eastern people are already making 


plans to visit Cuba and the Philippines | 
for the winter. There is no reason why 


California should sit still and let the 
population run away from them. They 
must reach out for these people in the 
future as they have*hr\theypast. This 
celebration will be a means of attract- 
ing the attention of the whole country 
again to this city and to Southern Cal- 
ifornia in general. 

Cc. A. Sumner said the celebration 
should be made a commercial jubilee. 
He predicted that the coming year 
would be an uncommonly prosperous 
one- Then he hesitated and said he 
saw some of those present smiling, but 
he would claim the right to turn 
prophet. He believed the tide of in- 
creasing prosperity was rising im the 
East and that it would reach this 


coast. “The merchants of Los Angeles,” 
he added, “have been called upon to 
contribute to such celebrations as the 
fiesta. Now it should be the aim to so 
conduct this celebration that the busi= 
ness men can see returns in sight for 
themselves for the contributions they 
make.” 

John T. Gaffey told of a former cele- 
bration at San Pedro, when 15,000 peo- 


ple came there,.and the citizens were 


unable to feed all, as no such crowd 
was expected. He thought this time a 
barbecue should be spread at that 
town, on a point overloking the wharf, 
and that ample provision should be 
made for feeding 25,000 people, which 
he estimated would cost $2500. He 
thought that arrangements could be 
made through Senator Perkins to have 
some of the war vessels present. He 
said that it was highly important that 
this celebration be made on a large 
scale, as it was necessary to show Con- 
gress that the people of Southern Cali- 
fornia insist that work on the harbor 
shall be pushed ahead with all possible 
expedition. He said it was too early 
as yet to decide on a day for the cele- 
bration, but it should be before’ the 
contractors have really begun active 
work. The contractors have consented 
to have one or two barges of rock ready 
to dump, and thus let the actual work 
of placing the first rock on the harbor 
be witnessed by the spectators at the 
time of the celebration. 

Secretary Parsons introduced a reso- 
lution. which was passed, which au- 
thorized the chairman to appoint an 
executive committee of twenty-five 
members, of whom five shall consti- 
tute a quorum, to arrange for the pro- 
posed celebration. 

T. E. Gibbon introduced the follow- 
ing resolution, which was passed: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
meeting that the Executive Commit- 
tee shall consider the propriety of mak- 
ine the harbor celebration the occasion 
of organizing 2a commercial league or 
congress, which should meet at least 
once a year, and consist of representa- 
tives of the commercial interests of the 
territory which will be affected by 
the building of said harbor, and that to 


this end the Executive Committee be 
instructed to invite representatives 
from the different commercial bodies 


throughout the whole territory to be 
affected.”’ 

A discussion followed on the propriety 
of the meeting taking cognizance of the 
fact that the railroads owning the San 
Pedro wharves are charging rates of 
wharfage which give to the sailroad 
boats a monopoly of the transportation 
to and from San Pedro, The chairman 
was instructed to appoint a commit- 
tee of five to co%perate with the Cham.-. 
her of Commerce in the matter of 
correcting this evil. 

After adjournment, Chairman Cline 
said that the executive committee 
would be named in a day or two. 


AGRICULTURAL PARK.

USED GAS AND RAZOR 


AUGUST ZINSGRAF’S DIVORCE 
FROM THE ILLS OF LIFE. 


He Inhaled Illaminating Gas and 
Severed the Arteries of His 
Left Wrist, 


SUICIDE WAS PREMEDITATED. 


SICKNESS AND POVERTY CAUSED 
HIM TO KILL HIMSELF.

A Devoted Wife Left to Mourn His 
Untimely Taking Off—VPathetic 
Circumstances of the 
Tragedy, 


Il-health and poverty caused August 
Zinsgraf to commit suicide Wednes- 
day night. He chose & gruesome 
method of self-destruction, and did 
not falter in its execution. Illuminat- 
ing gas and a razor, or rather a pair 
of razors, were the instrumenetalities 
of his taking off. 

The tragedy was enacted at No. 319 
East Seventh street in the house of 
Jean Pouyfourcat, where Zinsgraf and 
his wife had their home. They occu- 
pied a suite of three rooms on the 
It was in the rear room 
of the suite, used as a kitchen, that 
Zinsgraf ended his career by inhaling 
gas and severing the arteries of his left 
wrist. The kitchen resembled a shamble 
yesterday when the Coroner visited 
the place to take charge of Zinsgraf’s 
body. The floor and walls were splashed 
with blood, and a zinc washtub was 
nearly half full of the gore of the un- 
fortunate man. 

The circumstances connected 
the suicide are extremely pathetic. 
Zinsgraf was a cutler by trade, about 
10 years old. He was an excellent 
workman, and according to all ae- 
counts, a very conscientious and up- 
right man. For fourteen years he had 
been a great sufferer from a malady 
that the physicians were unable to 
diagnose. He was a large, healthy- 
looking man, tut his body, according 
to. letters teft by himself and testimony 
of his wife, was almost continually 
racked with pain. His affliction, coupled 
with despondency over business affairs, 
finally drove him to suicide. 

Zinsgraf first came to Los Angeles 
in 1890. He was employed for a while 
by Hopperstead,  cutler on Third 
street. Afterwards he worked in Oak- 
land and San Francisco, and in com- 
pany with his wife, revisited his native 
country, Germany. Upon returning to 
America the couple lived a while in 
New York, then returned to Los An- 
geles. Here he obtained employment 
for a time with Jaeger, a cutler at No. 
252 South Main street. Waving a dis- 
agreement with his employer some 
time ago, he went into business for him- 
self, by opening a small cutlery shop 
on East Second street. Business was 
not very brisk, and physical suffering 
made it almost impossible for Zinsgraf 
to do the little work that was brought 
to him. All his money was invested 
in his business, and in the furnishing 
of his little home. He could not see 
where the next month’s rent was to 
come from. This preyed heavily on 
his mind. and he talked the matter over 
with his wife. She suggested that she 
would belp to meet expenses by going 
out to do housework. 

Through an advertisement in a daily 
paper, Mrs. Zinsgraf obtained em- 
ployment with a German family on 
Temple street. She went to work last 
Tuesday, and Zinsgraf being left to 
himself at home had ample opportunity 
to carry out his premeditated plan of 
suicide. To his friends and acquaint- 
ances he never complained, but out- 
wardly maintained a cheerful air. Only 
his wife knew’ the trouble that sapped 
his mind. 

When last seen alive Wednesday 
evening by the occupants of the Pouy- 
fourcat house, Zinsgraf was cheerful 
as usual and no one suspected the dark 
design he was brooding over. He went 
to his rooms and no more was heard of 
him till 5 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when Miss Molle, a young woman liv- 
‘ing in the same house, heard a sound as 
of some heavy object falling upon the 
floor in Zinsgraf’s kitchen. She went to 
the door and inquired if anything was 
wrong. She received the reply from 
within, ‘‘No, certainly not.’ 

Nothing further was thought of the 
affair until: ahout 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when the smell of gas became 
very perceptible in the Pouyfourcat 
house. It was ,traced to Zinsgraf’s 
rooms. The doors were all found locked 
and no response could be had to knocks. 
Some one looked through the transom 
then and saw Zinsgraf’s body stretched 
out on the kitchen floor, with pools of 
blood all around him. 

When the door was forced it was 
found that Zinsgraf’s suicide was de- 
liberately planned. He had locked all 
the doors, barricading them, in addi- 
tion, with a bedstead and a heavy 
trunk. Then he dragged a mattress 
into the middle of the kitchen floor and 
placed a zinc washtub on one side and 
a soup kettle on the other to catch the 
blood from his wrists, which he had 
made up his mind to sever. He also 
unfastened the rubber tube from 
a gas stove and let the gas escape to 
fill the room, while he inhaled gas 
through the tube at the same time. 
With a pair of razors he then went to 
work on his wrists. He broke one razor 
in the effort to cut off his left hand, 
and then hacked away at his wrist with 
the other until the hand was almost 
severed. The blood flowed into the 
washtub, but before death came he evi- 
dently arose from the mattress and 
walked around the room until the floor 
and wall were splashed with blood 
from his bleeding arm. At last he fell 
to the floor from sheer weakness and 
expired. 

The purpose of the suicide is clearly 
set forth in some letters written by 
Zinsgraf before he shed his life’s blood. 
These lettere were written in German, 
in a neat hand. The first, translated 
freely, reads as follows: 

“Dear Wife Emma: I told you last 
Saturday it would be hard for us to 
pay our debts, but the prospect would 
be that I could earn some money. I 
have paid everything out. You said 
right away you would go out to work, 
and take a place in a private family, 
and you have stuck to your word. Yes- 
terday, the 13th, you went away. If 
you had known what I thought when 
you went away you would have stayed. 
You know for the past fourteen years 
how I have heen sick, that I have had 
so many pains in my hack. I have ten 
times thought I should suicide, but I 
was never strong enough to commit 
the act, but I finally braced up to do 
the deed, to get out of this world, and 
I hope the courage will stay with me 
to the end. Dear wife, I wish you were 
with me until I could overcome the 
temptation, for you know better than 
any one my sufferings during the past 
few years. Good-by, dear wife, I be- 
lieve I will be tomorrow with the 
happy. You go to the Odd Fellows and 
they will help you. I belong to Wil-

Zinsgraf is an excellent house- 
keeper, and when her husband's finan- 
cial condition became go reduced as to 
worry him, she felt it her duty to go 
out to work, in order to help him to 
meet his obligations. 

“We have never been in want for 
anything,” said Mrs. Zinsgraf yesterday 
afternoon, “‘and always paid our dehts 
as fast as they fell due, but my hus- 


band was afraid he could not pay his 
next month’s rent. I told him I would 
help. It troubled him to see me go out 


to work for other people, but he gave 
his consent. [ thought everything 
would come out all right, and tried to 
make him feel that way, but I believe 
his suffering weakened his mind, so 
that he decided to kill himself.”

imaginary, would disappear. 

It seems, from Mr. Atkinson’s own 
confession, that all this talk about 
‘the grievous burdens of protection is 
sophistical and insincere. Instead of 
being grievously burdened with na- 
itional taxation, to support the policy 
of protection, the people of the United 
‘States bear a lighter burden of na- 
tional taxation than is borne by the 
fpeople of any other civilized nation. 
*Even the people of free-trade England 
"are taxed double the «amount, ‘per 
<apita, that is exacted from the Amer- 
‘ican people for the support of the na- 
‘tional governmentit. 

Singularly enough, Mr. Atkinson, 
notwithstanding his own showing as 
to the lighiness of the tax burden im- 
posed by protection, persists in recom- 
‘mending the adoption of free trade 
by the United States. Isike the 
quack whose nostrum is warranted to 
cure all bodily ilis, from a gumbocil 

Mr. Atkinson af- 
fects the belief that his free-trade 
nostrum will cure all the ills of the 
body politic. He is greatly concerned. 
at the present time, lest our govern- 
ment should become a prey to “mili- 
tarism” because of the succor which 
has been extended by us to the 
pressed peoples of the West 
and the Philippines. 

But Mr. Atkinson need lose no sleep 
on this score. He should calm his 
perturbed spirit, and continue to eat 
his meals regularly.

That the violent opposition to the 
proposed Nicaragua Canal is the work 
of the railway, attorneys on the floor 
of either house of Congress, there 
cin new be no reasonable doubt. Just 
why so bitter a degree of antagonism 
should exist is not altogether clear. 
The whole Southern Pacific director- 
ate have been perpetually opposed to 
it, with the solitary exception. of the 
Inte A. N. Towne, who was far in 
advance of all his confreres, not 
merely in railway matters, but as a- 
man of affairs in general. Talking 
to a citizen of Los Angeles on this. 
subject some years before his death, 
Mr. Towne said: 

“IT cannot understand why all our 
directors should be opposed to that 
canal, in a body. -To my way of 
thinking, its completion would be the] 
greatest boon that couid be conferred 
‘fo 
begin with, it would relieve us of all 
such cargo as iron and _ steel and 
heavy machinery. There is no great 
profit in the former, and the risk of 
breakage makes the latter undesir- 
able. Then again, the canal would 
bring direct from Europe a class of 
industricus immigrants who would 
settle either in California or Oregon 
and who might become purchasers of 
a portion of our land grant. They 
would at once increase the freight and 
passenger traffic of our local lines, 
and those are the only ones which 
pay any great margin of profit fn 
proportion to their expense of opera- 
tion. In five years from the comple- 
tion of the canal we would have a 
good-paying traffic on some of our. 
lines that now barely meet their fixed 
charges. But I cannot get any of our 
directors to contemplate that. propo- 
sition through my spectacles.” 

Mr. Towne was a good man, but he 
would have been a better one had he 
been his own man, instead of the 
salaried officer of a selfish and swin- 
ish corporation. He was a man 
whose distinguishing trait was to 
have none of his. fellow-directors re- 
semble him to any alarming extent. 
He never sought to measure out other 
people’s corn by his own bushel, but 
believed firmly in the old adage that 
“an ounce of syrup draws more flies 
than a barrel of vinegar.” He de- 
rided the idea of corporations dipping 
into political matters, and knew well 
enough that all this business of keep- 
ing up a lobby at Washington and an 
army of wardstrikers in San Fran- 
cisco, was something that cost more 
than it realized in the way of sub- 
stantial benefits. He had had his 
training in corporations that under- 
stood the fundamental principles of 
carrying trade a good deal better than 
“the Big Four” that had been grad- 
uated from ‘54 K street” in the eity ’ 
of Sacramento—corporations that 
never were in politics and could not 
have been driven in with a hickory 
club two inches thick. — 

But the cool-headed man is “gone 
where we all must go,’ and his suc- 
cessors seem to have none of the per- 
sonal independence and calm decision 
of character that made A. N. Towne 
aman to be admired by all who knew 
him. What the railway magnates 
who now control the octopus corpora- 
tion propose to do in order that this 
State may acauire a population ccm- 
mensurate with its manifold resources, 
it is hard to say. They have put the 
iron: clutch on the throat of San 
Francisco and diverted a large por- 
tion of her trade to the cities of 
Seattle, Tacoma and Portland, beyond 
all shadow of contradiction. They 
have given “cut rates’ to all sorts 
and conditions of eastern manufac- 
turers until they have closed up more 
than half the workshops of the State. 
And if any’man can show where they 
have conferred any real benefits on 
this State or its people they can show 
what has not hitherto appeared upon 
‘the surface. 

But California will go on and live 
in spite of the octopus and its mani- 
foid extortions. The rich soil still 
remains and there are yet millions of 
mineral wealth in thé sullen black 
gorges of the frowning Sierras. .

OPINIONS FREELY EXPRESSED RE- 
GARDING SAN PEDRO HARBOR, 


Four Prominent Candidates Unite in 
the Declaration That No One In- 
dividual or Corporation Should 
Be Allowed to Interfere With 
the Work. ok 


An interview with Maj. McLaughlin, 
chairman of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee, published by a San 
Francisco paper, has given the question 
of the building of the San Pedro Har- 
bor as great prominence in the north- 
ern as inthe southern part of the State. 
The inieview in question includes the 
following expression: 

“In the South it is said the railway 
will have. a candidate for Senator, 
and will endeavor to elect him.. I do 
not desire at this time to discuss the 
situation, or to state any preferences 1 
may have, but I will say this: I will 
support for Senator no man who has 
not pledged himself to me and the peo- 
ple of the State to support the San 
Pedro Harbor proposition. Before the 
Legislature meets I may decide who, 
in my opinion, is the best man for 
Senator, and I shall then have no hesi- 
tation in announcing my choice.” 

In view of the importance of this 
question, The Times some time ago 
obtained expressions in regard to the 
harbor from a number of prominent 
candidates for the Senate. 

U. S. Grant wrote as follows while 


in this city: 


“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Nov. 24, 1898. 
“Dear sir: The Times will permit 
me to say, in response to inquiries as 
to my position in re the harbor at San 
Pedro: That the people of Los An- 
geles have honestly won the right to 
have that harbor improved, and their 
right is now a matter of law; that I 
believe the improvement should pro- 
gress continuously, immediately 
(without delay or intermission,) on the 
continuing-contract plan; and that if 
I have a vote I will vote for appropria- 
tions for completing the improvement 
of San Pedro Harbor, until the whole 
amount agreed upon for the purpose 
has been obtained, not consenting that 
any portion of the amount called for 
by the original resolution shall be di- 
verted for use elsewhere. 

“While I consider this a private com- 
munication, you are at liberty to show 
it or publish it, if you think it is 
necessary. 

“Yours very truly, 

U. S. GRANT. 

“Mr. L. E. Mosher.”’ 

George A. Knight, when asked what 
he would do in case he were chosen 
United States Senator, and the San 
Pedro question came up before Con- 
gress, replied: ‘I can’t see any right 
of any corporation to interfere with 
the carrying-out of legislation. C&h- 
gress appointed a commission to in- 
vestigate the claims of rival harbors. 
That commission was ablesand impar- 
tial. It decided that San Pedro was 
the better harbor to develop, as the 
great body of people in California be- 
lieved it was. Then Congress approved 
this report and appropriated money for 
the work. Under no circumstances can 
I see any excuse for a Senator or a 
Representative from California voting 
to interfere with this work. It should 
be pushed ahead as rapidly as possible, 
for delay simply hurts Los Angeles 
and all the country tributary to it, and 
it helps no one. You can’t put my 
position in this matter too forcibly. I

San Pedro Harbor work as rapidly as 


possible, with no interference’ from 
any one.”’

M. H. de Young declined to be inter- 
viewed as a Senatorial candidate, but 
had no hesitancy as a private citizen 
in answering questions that were put 
to him. “I believe,” he said, “that 
Congress, having ordered the work hbe- 
gun at San Pedro Harbor, it should 
see that it is prosecuted to completion. 
As a business man, I would not and 
could not be in favor of any measure 
that would contemplate the diversion 
of public funds to establish two har- 
bors so near together as San Pedro 
and Santa Monica.”’

HUNTINGTONIAN TACTICS 


FIGHTING TO DELAY A BIT OF 
STREET RAILWAY WORK. 


The Citizens of Eleventh Street 
Are Up in Arms and About 
Ready to Echo Chicago’s Cry 
for Rope. 


A leading citizen sends to The Times 
the following communication regarding 
the situation existing with respect to 
the extension of an electric railway 
on Eleventh street, a section of the 
city sadly in need of these facilities 
and the citizens of which are incensed 
because of the apparent attempt of the 
Huntington systen to act the dog in 
the manger as is its time-honored pol- 
icy. Our correspondent says: 

To the Edtior of The Times: The cit- 
izens of the western portion of our city 
are anxious to know whether they are 
to be the first victims in this city of 
the Huntington policy of monopoly 
Which it predicted would be 
adopted by the Los Angeles Railway 
Company as soon as the Huntington 
interest became possessed of that 
property, Matters are now pending be- 
fore the City Council which would 
seem to indicate that there is grave 
danger of such an occurrence. The ter- 
ritory between Ninth and Pico streets 
and Figueroa street and the western 
boundary of the city is one of the most 
thickly settled of the residence por- 
tions of the city. ‘The people living 
along and near Eleventh street in that 
territory have always had to walk from 
two to four blocks to reach a Sstreet- 
car line. For some time efforts have 
been madeto interest the street-carcom- 
panies in the city in the matter of 
building a line on Eleventh street, 
Which would give very much needed 
transportation facilities to a large 
number of people. The matter was 
mentioned by interested parties to the 
Nanagement of both the Los Angeles 
Railway Company and the Los Ange- 
les Traction Company. The Los Ange- 


no irterest in the matter, but the Los 
Angeles Traction Company some 
months ago agreed with a number of 
citizens who had taken. the matter in 
hand that if a franchise extending 
from its track on Georgia street west 
on Eleventh street could be procured 
from the City Council it would, in 
ninety days from the granting of such 
franchise, construct the road and have 
it in operation with a seven-minute 
service. The people interested imme- 
diately took up the matter with the 
City Council and as a result of several 
‘weeks’ earnest work the Board of Pub- 
lic Works on last Monday brought in 
a report to the Council recommending 
that the franchise should be advertised 
for sale. After laying quiet while all 
the agitation and preliminary work 
Was going on leading up to this much- 
desired end, the Los Angeles. Railway 
Company, when the report was pre- 
sented, also presented a communication 
from its general manager to the City 


Council asking that instead of the 
Council’s advertising the franchise 
Which the Traction Company had 


agreed to bid for and build on, that it 
should advertise a franchise extending 
for two blocks further on Eleventh 
Street to the tracks of the Los An- 
geles Railway Company on Figueroa 
street. That this is plainly effort 
for delay and delay only of such a 
much-needed public improvement, is 
shown, first, by the fact that the Los 
Angeles Railway Company for the sev- 
eral months that the matter has been 
‘one of public concern has shown no 
interest whatever in the matter and 
indicated no désire or intention to bid 
upon the franchise or build the road, 
and, second, by the fact that the fran- 
chise which that company requests the 
Council to advertise would be void and 
illegal for the reason that in order for 
the Los Angeles Railway Company to 
use it that company would have to use 
more than five blocks of track in com- 
mon with the Traction Company. The 
law on this subject provides that two 
corporations cannot use the same 
street or track for more than five con- 
tinuous blocks. The track now occu- 
pied in common by the Los An- 
geles Traction Company and the 
Los Angeles Railway Company on 
Figueroa street added to the two 
Nlocks on Eleventh from Figueroa to 
Georgia street now occupied by the 
Traction Company, and over which the 
Los Angeles Railway Company re- 
quests the franchise to be extended, 
would make more than five continuous 
blocks of track accupied by the two 
companies. This the Los Angeles 
Railway Company undoubtedly knows 
and knows too that the Traction Com- 
pany would insist on its legal rights in 
this matter; and that that would re- 
sult in an action in court which would 
probably tie up the building sounder 
this franchise for years, and _ ulti- 
metely result in having it declared 
void, which would accomplish what 
seems to be the real purpose of the 
Los Angeles Railway Company, to- 
wit: Preventing any street railway 
company building on this street at all. 
The citizens of the territory effected 
bear in mind that the Los Angeles 
for 
over 
Aliso street which was desired by a 
company that would probably have 
built on it, but was secured by the 
Los Angeles Railway Company by 
bidding a higher sum, and has been 
permitted to lie dormant. Besides, if 
the Los Angeles Railway Company

to Eleventh and thence out. <As the 
franchise is at present advertised it 
enables any company that may secure 
it to secure a valid franchise that can 
be occupied and used. As it is pro- 
posed by the Los Angeles Railway 
Company that this shall be advertised, 
there would appear to be from the 
opinions of lawyers who are interested 
in the matter, no doubt of its ‘legal- 
ity. Besides, it is very evident, from 
the facts cited above, that the Los 
Angeles Railway Company is not act- 
ing in good faith in the matter, and 
frem a real desire to occupy the terri- 
tory. The people of the western part

A farce-comedy 
that ripples with hearty, healthy mirth 
has been chosen by the Henderson 
Company for the last play to be given

| Burbank. “Our Regiment” is provoca- 


tive of laughter at any time, and the 
large audience that greeted its open- 
ing presentation last night was by no 
means niggardly with its expressions 
of approval. 


The play called “Our Regiment” is 
the same as that produced by Augustin 
Daly under the name of “The Passing 
Regiment.” It is adapted from Von 
Moseir’s “Krieg in Freiden,” and ‘the 
adapter has naturally transferred the 
scene from Germany to England. The 
plot is the usual funny jumble of un- 
expected situations, and in this case 
it is helped out by clever and amusing 
lines and very spirited acting. The 
company seemed last night to have 
thrown aside dull care with the heavier 
and more ambitious plays, and to be 
indulging in a little lark in the realm 
of farce comedy.

FAIR WEATHER AGAIN, 


The Rain-bringing Storm Forced 
Back to the Ocean, 

' Fair weather rules again and there is 

no telling when Jupiter Pluvius will 

open up the fountains of the great 

deep. 

All day Wednesday the white flag 
which is the symbol of approac hing 
fair weather hung limply at the mast- 
head above the United States Weather 
Bureau office in the Wilson Building. 
Scoffers splashed through the puddles 


and looked out from wnder their um-: 


brellas to make fun of the government 
weather prophets for flying a white 
flag while rain was actually falling, 
and the sky blanketed with wet- 
weather clouds. But by 11 p.m. Weaéher 
Observer Franklin was justified. The 
clouds all disappeared, the stars came 
out, and it was evident that the white 
flag was a triumphantly truthful sym- 
bol. People are apt to forget that the 
flags indicate approaching and not ex- 
isting weather. 

The recorded history of the little rain 
storm began on Wednesday morning, 
when a moderate barometric depres- 
sion appeared off the Pacific Coast be- 
tween the mouth of the Columbia River 
and Cape Mendocino, Cloudy weather 
and rain resulted as far south as the 
San Joaquin Valley before nightfall. 

The wave moved faster than had been 
expected, and developed into a general] 
storm. Rain fell along the Mexican bor- 
der, in Arizona and in Western Texas. 
Thé rainfall moistened all the territory 
between Southern Oregon and Mexico, 
In Washington and Northern Oregon 
there was little precipitation. 

The high pressure moved from the 
northwest during Wednesday night and 
apparently forced the storm back over 
the ocean, so that by yesterday morn- 


yin« it was beyond the limits of Weath- 


er Observer Franklin’s daily chart. 

During the storm the precipitation 
was greatest in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley and in the neighborhood of Point 
Concepcion, being light elsewhere. The 
precipitation here was only .11 inches; 
at San Diego, .08; San Luis Obispo, .58: 
Fresno, .32; San Francisco, .16: Red 
Bluff, .14; Eureka, .04; Roseburg, 08; 
while at Flagstaff there was a flurry 
af snow anda trace of rain at El Paso. 

Fhe indications for today, up to 6 
~w clock this evening, are fair, and cooler 
weather.

Results of the City Election Officially 


Deéeclared—New Tax Callector An- 
nounces His Deputies, 


SURETIES ON APPEAL BONDS. 


MINING CLAIMS AT HAVILAH THAT

The City Council’ met in adjourned 
@ession yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of settling if possible the protest 
against the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners for the opening 
of an alley in the block bounded by 
Fourth, Broadway, Fifth and Hill 
streets.

White has announced his deputies. Only 
one of the present force in that office 
is to be retained. 

The contest over the franchise forthe 
proposed new street railway on West 
Eleventh street will come up at the 
meeting of the Board of Public Works 
this norning and will, it is thought, be 
finally decided. 

The result of the recent municipal 
election was declared officially yester- 
day in the City Council and the suc- 
cessful candidates for the various city 
offices were declared elected.’ They will 
be notified by the City Clerk today.

OITY COUNCIL FAILS TO SETTLE AN 
OLD PROTEST, 


New Deputies in the Tax Collector's 
Office Announced — Fire Engine 
Award Approved—Franchise Con- 
test Today. 


The long-drawn-out contest over the 
proposed alley from Fourth to Fifth 
Streets between Broadway and Hill, will 
not be settled by the present City 
Council, although that body has de- 
voted fully two whole days to the mat- 
ter within the past year, and yvester- 
day held a special meeting for the pur- 
pose of settling the matter if possible. 
A settlement was not possible and the 
result is that the protest will be left 
by this Council as a legacy for its suc- 
cessors, but before the new Council 
takes charge of the city’s affairs thé 
present members will do all they can 
to settle the matter. 

It had been expected that the special 
session of the Council yesterday after- 
noon would result in a satisfactory 
compromise of the matter and that 
with some slight changes the report of 
the commissioners would be approved 
and the alley ordered opened. The re- 
sults were not what had been expeeted, 
however. The special committee to 
which the matter had been referred and 
which has been making an exaenina- 
tion into it for more than two weeks. 
presented a report, but its suggestions 
were not satisfactory to the attorneys 
representing the property-owners who 
have been protesting against the con- 
firmation of the report of the commis- 
tioners. Then followed another long- 
Winded discussion as to whether the 
alley was needed, who was to be ben- 
efited, how they were to be benefited 
and every other phase of the subject. 

The matter was taken up as soon as 
the Council convened and the report of 
the special committee was read. It 
follows:

A MINING DEAL, 


HOW A KERN COUNTY VENTURE 
FAILED TO PAN OUT, 


Money Sank into the Ground, and 
Even Organizing the Troypico 
Mining Company Did not Pre- 

vent the Ultimate CoHapse, . 


An interesting suit which to an ex- 
tent illustrates the mode adopted of 
putting through a mining deal is now 
on trial in Department Four, before 
Judge Van Dyke. George Rhorer and 
P. B. Mathiason are suing Harry Mead 
and Grace Mead, his wife, to recover 
$5000, with interest from April 11, 1896, 
and to have the indebtedness declared 
a liem against a one-third interest 
owned by the defendants in certain 
mining properties in San Diego county. 
~The plaintiff alleged that in 1895 the 
defendant reported that one J. Hayes, 
of Havilah, Kern county, owned six 
mining claims—the Lynchburg, Ophir, 
Canty No. 1, Canty No. 2, Venus and 
the Mary—situated in the Clear Creek 
mining district; that sufficient devel- 
opment work had been done upon these 
claims to demonstrate that there wa: 
a large body of ore on them that 
would pay if worked; that the property 
could be worked at a profit in its then 
state, and that $3000 was needed to put 
in a stamp mill, put in concentrators 
and other machinery, and that then 
a profit could at once be realized. Mead 
also stated, the plaintiff alleged, that 
he held a contract with Hayes by which 
title to the mining property could be 
acquired on favorable terms, but that 
he had no means with which to handle 
the business. 

Upon the representations made the 
plaintiff entered into an agreement With 
Mead by which the latter assigned his 
one-third interest in the Aurora, Good 
Hope, Homestake, Comstock, Black Hil} 
and Stonewall mining claims, inthe Og- 
ilby mining district, San Diego county, 
to the plaintiffs. These properties 
were then bonded to Prof. Tilden, and 
$3000 was assigned to the plaintiffs from 
the first moneys received under the 
bond, and that being done, the previous 
obligation was to be void. This indem 
mity agreement having been entered 
into, negotiations were opened with 
Haves for the purchase of his mining 
claims in Kern cotnty. He agreed to 
sell the claims, mills, machinery, etc.. 
for $1000 cash, and $9000 paid as follows: 
20 per cent. of the gross receipts from 
the property to be paid over each 
month until the fwll amount of $930°0 
should be paid. On this basis an agree- 
ment of sale was entered into, it be- 
inge further provided that if the new 
purchasers should close the mines down 
for ninety days continuously the agree- 
ment was to be considered abrogated. 
and the property was to revert. to 
Haves. | 

Plaintiffs aver that they paid over 
the $1000 as the first installment on pay- 
ment, and also furnished during a cer- 
tain period of time to Mead a sum of 
$2000, which was expended for sup- 
plies, material and labor. After it had 
been expended, however, Mead repre- 
sented that an additional $2000 would b> 
reauired, and with that amount ex- 
pended the mining venture would be an 
assured success. Rhorer and Mathiason 
arred to put up this amount also, and 
Mead signed another indemnity agree- 
ment guaranteeing the plaintifm 
against loss, and based as in the for- 
mer case, on his mining claims in San 
Mego county. 

Things were not all that might have 
been desired, apparently, for the plain- 
tiffs aver that in order to carry out 
Mead’s scheme the Tropico Mining 
Company was organized, with head- 
cuarters in Los Angeles, The proper- 
ties were transferred to the corpora- 
tion and Mead continued to administer 
affairs at the mines. But plaintiffs ar- 
rived at the determination that the 
Hayes claims were Worthless, and con- 
sidered that it had been demonstrated 
that the property at Havilah could 
not be made to pay a profit; the stamp 
mill was unfit for use, and their invest- 
ment Was a total loss. Acting upon that 
belief Rhorer and Mathiason, in April 
1896. transferred to Mead all of the 
stock they had received from the Trop- 
ico Minine Company, and asked to be 
reimbursed for their advances. 

They were not reimbursed, however, 
but it is alleged that on March 12, 1896, 
Mead conveyed to his wife by quit- 
claim deed his one-third interest in the 
San Diego county properties, and that 
such convevance was without con- 
sideration. This the plaintiffs aver he 
was not justified in doing, and also that 
she had knowledge of the fact that her 
husband had executed an agreement 
giving a lien upon his property to them. 
In these premises Rhorer & Mathiason 
ask judgment as stated. 

As opposed, to the contentions of the 
plaintiffs Mead avers that after the 
purchase of the mining claims was 
made no further money was paid over 
to him, but that Rhorer & Mathiason 
handicapped him in such manner that 
the ‘work at the mines could not be 


carried to a successful issue. When he

recommended the purchase at San 
Francisco of certain machinery they 
told him to go ahead, and he thereupon 
ordered a Woodbury concentrator and 
a Huntington rock crusher, to cost $626, 
and directed the San Francisco people 
to draw against the plaintiffs. They 
did draw against them, but their draft 
was dishonored and the machinery was 
not delivered. Mead alleges, however, 
that his principals did send up to the 
mines a lot of useless machinery that 
would he expensive at any price. As to 
the transfer of his interest in the San 
Diego mining claims to his wife, Mead 
asserts that it was a valid transfer and 
that the consideration was $300. 

The conflicting statements are being 
threshed out by John D. Pope, Esq., 
who represents the plaintiffs, and Mur- 
phey & Gottschalk, who appear for the 
defendants in the case. 


A DECLARED HOMESTEAD. 


Odd Potnt is Raised in Order to Ef- 
fect a Levy. 

Judge York has a rather nice point of 
law to decide with regard to the valid- 
ity of a homestead. The facts devel- 
oped yesterday in the suit of Nolte 
against Wood. 

It appears that during a previous trial 
of a suit.in which plaintiff was suing 
the defendant, and before it went to 
judgment, Wood filed a declaration of 
homestead on his house and lot in this 
city. Subsequently judgment was ren- 
dered against him in the suit, the plain- 
tiff had an execution issued and a levy 
Was made upon the property. The is- 
sue now being raised the plaintiff con- 
tends that the declaration of home- 
stead was void, because the property 
was standing in the name of both hus- 
band and wife and they were co-ten- 
ants. It is also averred that the wife 
was owner of a separate interest in the 
property, and as she did not join in or 
consent to the declaration, it cannot 
stand. 

The case was submitted on briefs. 


A MORSEL OF LAND. 


Owners Have Their Rights, 
: Wart an Unclaimed Trifle. 

The suit of Mrs. Agnes Thompson 
against Myer Lissner was again before 
Judge Clark in Department Two yes- 
terday. Both parties to the suit own 
a piece of property in block 70, Ord’s 
survey, at the corner of Tenth street 
and Grand avenue. Each one has the 
exact amount of land called for in 
their respective deeds, but there is a 
small slip of land, just 6.29 feet, that 
is included in that block, and each 
one lays claim to it. 

The case first came to trial in the 
early summer, but upon taking it un- 
der advisement, Judge Clark could not 
arrive at any determination in. the 
premises, and the submission was set 
aside and the case set that further 
testimony might be offered. With this 
additional testimony in it will be a 
knotty problem for the court to solve.

WHARF MONOPOLY. 


Supervisors Have the Power of Cor« 
recting the Evil. 

The town of San Pedro, and conse« 
quently this city, is suffering from a 
monopoly of a serious character, The 
wharves in what is to be the San 
Pedro Harbor are situated on Terminal 
Island and off the town of San Pedro. 
They are owned by the Terminal and 


the Southern Pacific railroads, and the © 


wharf tolls exacted from all but boats 


belonging to the railroads have been | 


the same as the freight and wharfage 
rates combined of boats. belonging to 
the railroads. It is needless to say 
that under this condition it has been 
impossible for any beats to compete 
with those controlled by the railroads. 

The question has now been raised as 
to the ability to correct this evil and 
compel the railroads to grant reason- 
able rates on the business which passes 
over their wharves from boats which 
they do not own. 

At a meeting to consider the harbor 
jubilee yesterday the point was raised 
that the town of San Pedro has the 
power to regulate wharfage for wharves 
within the town, and that the Super- 
visors have power to govern wharfage 
for the outside of the municipality. 

To settle the matter the question wag 
submitted last evening to William Pol- 
lard. Esq., and he pointed to the pro- 
visions of the political code governing 
wharves. From these it does not ap- 
pear that the town has power to gov- 
ern rates of wharfage, though it can 
build wharves and callect tolls thereon, 

Municipalities do not extend out to 
sea, and consequently the wharves are 
beyond the jurisdiction of the town. But 
the provisions touching the power of 
the Supervisors are very explicit. 

Section 2906 gives Supervisors power 
to license the building of wharves and 
theecollection of tolls for the use of 
them. 

Section 2916 begins as follows: ‘“‘The 
Board of Supervisors must fix the rate 
of tolls or wharfage for the use of the 
wharf, chute or pier annually, which 
must not produce an income of less 
than 15 ner cent. per annum, or more 
than 25 per cent. per annum on the fair 
cash value of the wharf, chute or pier, 
and on the cost of repair and mainten- 
ance thereof.”’ 

It is evident that when the wharfage 
charged other vessels is as great as 
the freight and wharfage combined of 
railroad vessels, a rank monopoly is 
created. and this is clearly in violation 
of the spirit of the Political Code. The 
remedy appears to rest solely in the 
hands of the Supervisors. 


TRIED TO JUMP OUT. 


BRieurbaum’s Harrowing Ride in the 
Henne Block Elevator. 


A man who gave his name as C. 
Bieurbaum hada narrow escape from 
death in the Henne _ block on West 
Third street yesterday morning. The 
accident occurred about 9:45 o’clock, 
and was caused by Bieurbaums attempt 
to leave the elevator while it was in 
motion. The elevator was at the third 
floor, and the attendant had stopped the 
cage to let a passenger out, and again 
started the cage to descend, at the 
same time shoving the door of the 
landing shut. Before the door had 
completely closed, and while the ele- 
vator had but just started to go down, 
Bieurbaum gave a spring and attempted 
to get out. He got his head out of the 
cage, and then tried to get back, grab- 
bing the door of the landing at the 
same time. The cage, which by this 
time had gained considerable headway, 
in spite of efforts to stop it, caught the 
unfortunate man and squeezed him be- 
tween the elevator and the wall of the 
shaft. The door to the landing, which 
had been sprung by Bieurbaum’s at- 
tempt to get out, caught the top of the 
cage and wrenched it loose, releiving 
the pressure and allowing the man to 
be drawn on top of the cage. The 
elevator descended a full floor before 
it could be stopped and the man taken 
out. Bieurbaum was more scared 
than hurt, his injuries consisting of a 
fiesh-stripped finger and a bruised leg. 
Had if not been that the landing door 
lifted the top of the cage and gave a 
little more space between it and the 
walls of the shaft, it is certain that. 
Bieurbaum would: have been crushed 
to death. No blame is attached to the 
elevator attendant.:

HE electric railroad is working a 
revolution in country life in the 
United States. An exchange calls 
attention to the fact that a new ele- 


“The Campbell method consists in a 
complete rearrangement and pulveriz- 
ing of the top seven or eight inches of 
soil, and turning it as nearly bottom 
upward as possible. The plant food in 
the soil is found at the end of each 
season very largely concentrated in 
the top four inches. This plant food 
must be plowed down into the bottom 
of a furrow seven or eight inches deep. 
From this depth it will be placed, by 
the action of moisture, just where the 
little feeders of the plant roots want it. 
Immediately after plowing, the lower 


ment is entering into the farming of 
Northern Ohio, in the introduction of 
the electric roads, that are now begin- 
ning to cover the Western Reserve for 
fifty miles out of Cleveland in all di- 
rections: The building of country 
eletric roads is phenomenal there. Al- 
ready six electric roads reach out. from 
twenty to fifty miles into the farming 
districts, and two or three to rea:

James B. Scott Tells Why He De- 
nounced the War as an Outrage 
* and Enlisted the Next Day—For 


A Soldier’s Life a Doxg’s Life. 


The University Club gave a “smoker” 
at the Jonathan Club at which good 
things to eat and drink and puff united 
With good stovies and good songs to 
make the large number of members 
present feel happy. 

The event of the evening was the per- 
sonal memoirs of a Seventh Regiment 
enlisted man as narrated by James B. 
Scott, a member of the club. Last 
spring Mr. Scott addressed the club on 
the war with Spain, then impending, 
declaring that it was wholly unjusti- 
fiable. that the attack upon Spain was 
an outrage, and that the history of in- 
ternational relations was without a 
pircedent for such action as that of 
the United States. The next day he en- 
listed. 

Last night Mr. Scott told why he 
joined the vMunteers, gave his revised 
beliefs as to the war, and described the 
experiences of a common soldier in the 
Seventh Regiment. 

“Now that the muzzle of military 
Service is taken off,’ said Mr. Scott, 
“I will say again that the war was 
an outrage. It was not a failure or a 
fizzle. The war was promoted by de- 
signing persons, hastened by the news- 
papers, and precipitated by Congress- 
men, who were willing to resort to des- 
perate means to aid their prospects for 
reélection. It was not fought for a hu- 
manitarian purpose. Before the war 
began there was endless talk about 
the sufferings of the reconcentrados. As 
soon as the war was started Cuba was 


results of the shipment of Colorado 
sugar beets to the factory at 
Grand Island, Neb., leave mo doubt that 
beets of an excellent grade may be 
grown here.

SERIOUS INJURIES. 


Those of the Massachusetts Simular 
to the Brooklyn’s. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT, ] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The Herald 
Says that so serious are the injuries 
sustained by the battleship Massa- 
chusetts, as a result of the accident 
to her keel and plates a few days ago, 
that Naval .Constructor Bowles esti- 
mates that the cost of her repairs will 
be at least $24,000. Requisitions cov- 
ering this amount for material and la- 
bor have been approved, and repairs 
will be started at once. Constructor 
Bowles estimates that six weeks at 
least will be necessary to complete the 
work. 

Officers of the Navy Department 
Say the injuries to the battleship are 
similar to those suffered by the Brook- 
lyn a year ago. The Brooklyn, while 
steaming down the Delaware River, 
struck a pinnacle which tore her bot- 
tom and caused an expenditure of $50,- 
000 for repairs, It is believed that the 
cost of the Massuchusetts’s repairs will 
reach very near that figure, 

Docking the Massachusetts will be 
a delicate and dangerous operation, 
Naval experts say that for a brief pe- 
riod the ship must rest her entire 
weight, which is about 10,000 tons, on 
the injured keel. The greatest care 
must be taken at this critical time to 
prevent her from settling. As rapidly 
as possible blocks will be placed under 
the bilge keels, and the vertical keel 
will be relieved of pressure. The slight- 
est displacement of a block in .- the 
meantime would cause a serious acci- 
dent. 

Lieut. Bowles some time ago recom- 
menced the use of docking keels on all 
large war vessels. These are long tim- 
bers, to lie alongside the vessel’s keel 
and afford a broader surface to bear 
the wejeht of the ship on the stocks, 
which is now placed on the central 
keel. Had these keels been adopted the 
task of docking the Massachusetts 
would be less difficult. It may be that 
the blocks will be so arranged as ‘to 
form a substitute for the dock keels, 
with a space between them into which 
the keel of the ship will sink, as the 
water is pumped out of the dry dock. 


VALUE OF EXPORTS. 


Commercial Agent,Stern Reports In- 
crease in America’s, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—In a report 
to the State Department Commercial 
Agent Stern at Hamburg predicts that 
the United States will soon pass Eng- 
land in the value of exports of ma- 
chinery to Germany. The present year 
shows even a falling off in the case 
of England, whle the imports of Amer- 
ican machines show an increase of 75 
per cent. over laeét year’s figures. 

In 1895 the imports of the United 
States of these goods into Germany did 
not amount to the sixth part of the 
amount of the English, while today 
they are equal to 60 per cent: of the jat- 
ter.

VALUE OF SHADE TREES. 

_ The Times has frequently enlarged 
upon the value of shade trees in cities, 
mot only from an esthetic, but also 
from a material point of view, as in- 
creasing the value of property. An 
eastern paper, the Albany Times- 
Union, recently had the following on 
this subject: 
. The importance of shade trees in 
cities becomes forcibly evident at this 
time of year. Too much value cannot 
be placed upon the shade they afford 
pedestrians, and the good effect they 
have upon the health tone of the neigh- 
borhood. Many a case of sunstroke 
has been averted by a few moments’ 
‘pause beneath the leafy branches of 
some friendly tree, and no end of infant 
lives have been saved in our cities by 
the hour spent in the open air beneath 
‘the shade of some spreading elm or 
maple. ~~ 

“As eities increase in size the tree 
grea has relatively decreased, until 
now one may often travel a mile or 
two of blocks and not see a single tree. 


This is:hardly as it should be, if for 


o other reasons than those of sani- 
ary hature. Trees play a most impor- 
tant part in clarifying the air. A part 
of their sustenance and life is carbonic 
acid gas and other foul ethers, which 
they assimilate into their béing and in 
return breath out the pure, vitalizing 
oxygen which invigorates the red cor- 
puscles of our blood, and sends them 
dancing through our veins. This is 
the special reason why localities with 
adjoining forests and woods are con- 
sidered ‘the spots most conducive -to 
health, other sanitary conditions being 
equal. 

“One has but to walk along some 
avenue lined with trees and then along 


‘one With no trees to notice the differ- 


ence in the air. One longs to linger 
along the first and drink in its pure air 
permeated with an unnamable fresh- 
hess and buoyancy, while haste can- 
not be too fast along the street with 
musty and heavy smell. It is 


eae to live in the first, a spring 


of health, while to live in the latter is 
a punishment, a generator of disease. 

“There is also a pecuniary side to 
this question. Property-owners and 
building associations are beginning to 
find that the appreciation of rents in 
sections supplied with shade trees 
makes it profitable to atten@ to tree- 
planting. 

“Tree-planting associations have 
been forced in several large cities, and 
an organized movement is on foot to 
plant shade trees wherever possible 
along the streets. It will be a conclu- 
sive element to the good health of our 
cities and cause a large decrease in the 
mortality lists of the young in tene- 
ment-house districts when a row of 
shade trees along the street is consid- 
ered. indispensable.”

RICH STRIKE IN THE WINDY AT 
RANDSBURG.

ANOTHER ARIZONA BONANZA. 

The latest big excitement in Arizona 
is over the new big silver strike in Co- 
chise county. From reliable sources it 
is learned that the discovery was 
made by Joe Gardner, a cowboy, who 
seems not to have realized the value 
of his find. He brought into: the town 
of Pearce a lump of blossom rock 
which under assay showed over 1000 
ounces in silver to the ton. The rich ore 
is blossom rock and is broken up, but 
as it extends for five or six hundred 
feet, it is thought that it marks the top 
of a ledge. Other ledges in the district 
do not give the rich assays which have 
been obtained fromt he discovery glaim. 
Representatives from the Common- 
wealth mine went to the scene of the 
strike, and ft is said, have secured 
bonds on Gardner’s claims at a large 
figure. Several small claims | found 
ready purchasers. If one-half of the re- 
port is true a tremendously rich dis- 
covery has been made. Owing to the 
faulty manner in which Mr. Gardner 
made his location he already has a dis- 
puted claim on his hands, which in- 


volves a part of one of his three loca- 
tions. 


NEW YORK MINING EXCHANGE. 

Advices from New York are to the 
effect that the New York Mining Ex- 
change has been doing an uwnsatis- 
factory business, notwithstanding the 
good intentions of some of its brokers. 
At a meeting of the directors, held two 
weeks ago, George A. Drake, vice-pres- 
ident of the exchange, resigned. As a 
consequence of these troubles several 
stocks have heavily declined. 


THE FORTUNA, LOWER CALIFOR- 


From the Alamo district, Lower Cali- 
fornia, comes news that the Fortuna 
Mining Company is in trouble. For 
nearly two years the company has 
been operating a group of mines bear- 
ing the saine name as the company, in 
the Agun Dulce district. Mismanage- 
ment on the part of the superintendent 
of the mines is said to bé the cause of 
all the trouble, and the property has 
been seized by the Mexican govern- 
ment. Under good management it is 
believed the properties might be made 
valuable, and the hope is expressed 
that all matters will be soon adjusted 
in a manner satisfactory to the Mexi- 
can government and to the stockhold- 
ers in the company. 


THE BIG BETSY.

of mines in California have been corn- 
pelled to suspend operations this year 
for lack of water for power purposes, 
some of the largest producers in the 
State have, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle, been able to continue 
throughout the entire season, and on 
several of them preparations are being 
made to conduct work on a far more 
extensive scale in the future. Word 
comes from the Gwin, in Calaveras 
county, that the ditch bringing water 
from the Mokelumne River is full and 
overflowing, and that with forty stamps 
running, the mine is producing $1000 a 
day. The old shaft, which it was feared 
at one time might cause serious trouble, 
has been entirely pumped out, and is 
being put in condition for use as a 
medium of communication for cons- 
truction work in the new development 


section. Levels have been opened at 
1000, 1200, 1400 and 1500 feet, and 
enough ore is in sight to keep the 


mills going for five years to come. In 
consequence 10,000 cubic yards of earth 
are to be cleared away to permit of the 
erection of sixty more stamps, forty of 
which will be built and placed in opera- 
tion. without loss of time. For the cut- 
ting away of-the great amount of earth 
and rock, hydraulic power will be ein- 
ployed. 
KOOTENAY TO ENGLAND. 


Ore is now being shipped all the 
way from Kootenay, in British Colum- 
bia, to England for treatment. It 
seems that a Mr. Brown, representing 
the Smelting Corporation, limited, with 
large works at Manchester, Eng., is 
buying ore in Kootenay and which he 
is shipping to Manchester. The Spokes- 
man-Review has an interview with 
him, in which he said: “The report is 
true that the smelting corporation I 
represent is buying ore in Kootenay 
camps. I have purchased 220 tons of 
concentrates from the Highlander mill 
at Ainsworth, and shall ship the same 
to Vancouver, from thence round the 
Horn to England. The value of these 
concentrates will average 68 per cent. 
lead and thirty-two ounces silver. This 
will be, I believe, the first shipment 
made from the Kootenay of silver-lead 
concentrates to an English smelter. 
We can save for the mine owner about 
$3 per ton over American smelter 
charges, and we pay spot cash for our 
ore, which is also a consideration. You 
see, We have no large duty to pay, and 
beside, by our own process for extract- 
ing the silver from the zine, we make 
another saving, whereas American 
smelters are forced to charge higher for 
ores containing percentage of zinc; 
in other words, the galena ores going 


to,the States have to pa . 
alty on the zinc.” eee

“Bevond the annexation 
of Burmah with 4,000,000 of population, 
ana the acquisition of certain vague 
and unoccupied ‘spheres of influence’ 
in Africa, very sparsely inhabited by 
savages, England has made no addi- 
tions to her foreign possessions within 
thege lesi ten veers.” It next consid- 
ers the statistics of Great Britain’s ex- 
ports since 1890, accepting those given 
by the Republican as ‘formally cor- 
rect.” it shows that the Repub- 
lican had failed to consider the statis- 
tics in the right of the fall of general 
wrices in England since 1890, This 
fall amounts to about fifteen points, 
according to Sauerbeck’s index num- 
ber, which was 79 in 1890 and 64 in 
1897. “Of this fundamental element 
in the comparison between the two 
years,”’ says the Journal of Commerce, 
“no account Whatever is taken by the 
Republican.

ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THE CROWN 
LAUNDRY’S HISTORY. 


Wustice Rossiter Decides Against Mr. 
Lorbeer—Death of Mrs, Sarah A. 

Ware—Plans of Pioneers—Pres- 
byterian Bazaar—New Golf Links. 


PASADENA, Dec. 15.—[Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] Justice Rossiter rendered his de- 
cision this afternoon in the suit of L. B. 
Palmer of this city against A. G. Lorbeer of 
Los Angeles, formerly proprietor of the 
Crown Laundry of Pasadena, the amount.in- 
volved being about $100. Goodrich of this 
city for the plaintiff, Tanner & Taft af Los 
Angeles for defendant.- Justice Rossiter gave 
an award of $62.80 to the plaintiff, ruling out 
a@ part of his claim. 

Mr. Palmer averred that when he sold out 
the Crown Laundry, the “Jonah of Pasa- 
- dena industries,’’ to Mr. Lorbeer, the latter 
agreed to shoulder certain bills that had 
been contracted, among them some for the 
keep of six or seven horses. After Mr. Lor- 
beer’s new enterprise had proven a failure, 
it gave him a severe nervous chill when 
these. bills came in for feeding horses that 
had so successfully eaten their heads off. 
He complained to the court that the plaintiff 
was attempting to saddle upon him a lot of 
old skates that he never saw, and that never 
Saw the Crown Laundry. , 

The case came to be a plain issue of 
veracity between the two men. When the 
court asked for documents, they could not 
be produced, and it appeared that the bar- 
gain, whatever it might have been, was oral. 
Justice Rossiter, after sifting the evidence, 
based his award on the testimony given by 
Dr. Charles H. Whitman of Los Angeles, who 
was a disinterested party, and seemed t> 
have a clearer understanding than anybody 
else as to how many horses the underfed 
Crown Laundry was foddering. The suit 
derived additional interest from the fact that 
Mr. Lorbeer, who came here after a flour- 
ishing career as a laundryman in Pomona, 
sunk about $3000 in six weeks in the long 
hoodoed ‘‘Crown,’’ and then moved his ma- 
chinery to Santa Monica, leaving the 
“Crown”? without a tenant from that day 
to this. 

The case will be carried to the Suporior 
Court, and new witnesses will be summoned. 
Other litigation over the relics of the laun- 
dry is in prospect. 

DEATH OF MRS. SARAH A. WARE, 

A telegram was received here this after- 
noon announcing the death at Garden Grove 
of Mrs. Sarah A. Ware, one of the pioneer 
residents of the city. ‘Mrs. Ware was visit- 
ing relations at Garden Grove, about three 
miles from Anaheim, when she was stricken 
with pneumonia, three days ago. Her daugh- 
ter Alice was notified of her serious condi- 
tion this morning, and at onee started for 
the Grove, arriving just before her mother’s 
death, at 3:30 p.m. Mrs. Ware was the 
widow of the late Austin Ware, and owned 
one of the old estates on South Orange Grove 
avenue. She and her daughter were charter 
members of the First Congregational Church. 
Mrs. Ware was about 65 years of age, a wo- 
man of strong, amiable character, with a 
long record of good works. Her daughter 
is in the training school for nurses in Los 
Angeles. The body will be brought to Pas- 
adena Friday, when arrangements for the 
funeral will be made. The home on Orange 
Grove avenue is well known as Ware Villa. 
When Mrs. Ware left this city she was in 
very good health. 

PIONEERS IN THE PARADE. 

The Pasadena Pioneers’ Association held 
another meeting this afternoon and begun 
active preparations for being properly rep- 
resented in the Tournament of Roses parade. 
A committee of five, consisting of Walter 
Cooley, Alex Mills, B. F. Nall, Miss Collier 
and Mrs. W. W. Ford was appointed to 
make all arrangements. It is proposed to 
have an entire division in the parade de- 
voted to the pioneers, with their own mar- 
shal, and special features. The plan is to 
induce as many of the pioneer families as 
possible to appear in family turnouts, with 
displays of relics, etc.; also to prepare a 
special float illustrative of some typical 
scene in the early history of the city. Presi- 
dent Weight of the Tournament Association 
exhorted the pioneers this afternoon, and his 
remarks met with a ready response. 

The pioneers voted to retain their tem- 

rary organization till their annual meet- 

ng in April. The charter and bylaws were 

signed by a large number of members, with 

the dates of their arrival in the city.

Weiss, is scheduled to sail today from Hong- 
kong for this port. Advices have been re- 
ceived that the steamer has almost a full 
cargo from Hongkong alone, and has freight 
awaiting her at Yokohama and Kobe. It is 
unlikely that she will bring much if any 
freight from Honolulu, though she will call 
there. The Belgian King will arrive at San 
Diego January 15 or 20. 

It is reported here that much of thecotton and 
stecl for the first outbound cargo has arrived 
at San Bernardino from the South and Penn- 
sylvania, and that other cars are on the way. 
Pending the completion of the switches here, 
the cars are held at San Bernardino. About 
three hundred carloads are necessary to fill 
the steamer. As many cars will be required 
to handle the cargo from China and Japan. 

The warehouse on the Santa Fé wharf is 
nearly ready for its roof and sides of ccrru- 
gated iron. The building is designed to hold 
perishable freight for shipment, and also for 
the temporary storage of oriental freight. It 
will hold an immense quantity. In ten days 
it will be ready for use. 

YOUNG GOODLETT’S DEATH. 

The Coroner’s jury yesterday found a ver- 
dict that Walter 8S. Goodlett came to his 
death by suicide. The evidence did not com- 
pletely bear out this conclusion, but it pointed 
in that direction. Manager Armstrong of the 
Lakeside Hotel testified that the day before 
the tragedy he entered Goodlett’s room and 
found him tearing up letters in his valise. 
Goodlett remarked that he was getting rid of 
a lot of trash accumulated in his travels. He 
did not appear to be depressed. They went 
to El Cajon together, Goodlett seeming to be 
in good spirits. He left word to be called at 
6 o'clock in the morning. 

Upon arising he went out with Armstrong’s 
gun, taking only two cartridges. He was 
d@ressed in his best clothes. Armstrong, after 
luncheon had passed without Goodlett putting 
in an appearance, went to his room, and 
there found that of nine shells Goodlett had 
taken only two. This alarmed him, and he 
went out to the lake, where after almost en- 
circling it he came upon Goodlett’s body, ly- 
ing face downward, with the shotgun across 
his right thigh and under his right arm. The 
top of his head was almost entirely shot 
away. Only one cartridge was empty. Good- 
lett's cap was six yards away, showing no 
shot or powder marks. The body was lying 
as if Goodlett had been sitting down when he 
fired the shot. 

Not a cent of money was found on the body, 
and in Goodlett’s room there were only a few 
pennies, photographs of different parts of the 
world, clothing, and a Zulu vocabulary. No 
letters or documents were found to throw 
any light on the tragedy. 

Commodore Frank Greenall, a friend of 
Goodlett, cabled to Goodlett’s attorney, one 
Littlejohn, and also to a cousin, named Har- 
vey, in Edinburgh. No answer has yet -been- 
received. Commodore Greenall defrayed the 
expenses of the funeral, which was held this 
afternoon.

HAVOC WROUGHT RY A WIND- 
STORM AT NEWPORT BEACH, 


The Home of Emmett Franklin 
Turned Over and Demolished. 
Family Seeks Shelter in Their 


Nightclothes — Other MRutidinge 
Wrecked—Heavy Rain and Halil- 
storm, 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 15. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The little town of Newport 
Beach, fourteen miles south of Santa Ana, 
suffered from a windstorm last night, which 
badly frightened the residents of the place. 
The wind followed a rain and hafistorm, com- 
ing up suddenly from the west and striking 
the little seaport village, with its collection 
of frail summer cottages, with almost the 
velocity of a cyclone. The dwelling-house of 
Emmett Franklin was picked up by the wind 
and turned entirely over, completely demol- 
ishing it. Mr. and Mrs. Franklin with two 
smnall Thildren were asleep in the house at 
the time, but fortunately escaped without 
receiving injuries. The family left the ruins 
of their home in their nightclothes and sought 
shelter in the house of a neighbor. The cot- 
tage of Rev. Cooper was moved bodily onto 
an adjoining lot, and two small houses owned 
by A. E. Hawley were almost torn to pieces 
by the force of the storm. The roof of an- 
other cottage near by was biown out into 
the ceean. No Gamage was done by the storm 
in any other section of the county, although 
a high wind blew at Santa Ana between $:30 
and 10 o'clock in the night. 

LAST NIGHT'S RAIN,

ISLAND CHURCHES. 


Ecclesiastical Situation in Our New 
Possessions Reviewed. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT] 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 15. 


—At a 
meeting ofr the National Christian 
Oltizenship Convention. a letter was 
read. from William Henry Roberts, a 


prominent Presbyterian, and secretary 
of the Alliance of Reformed Churches, 
on the subject of church property in 
our newly-acquired possessions... The 
letter says in part: 

“In all these territories, acquired as 
&@ result of the war with Spain, there 
are large church properties which have 
been under the control hitherto of the 
Roman Catholic church as the es. 
tablished church of Spain and her 
colonies. These church properties are 
Claimed by the Roman Catholic authori- 
ties, but to a large extent with no 
show of right. There doubtless are 
properties given by will or direct ber- 
sonal donation under the control of 
Roman Catholic church authorities in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, but in 
addition to such properties there are 
other properties, especially church edi- 
fices. which were paid for out of the 
public funds and maintained at the 
expense of the Spanish government. 
The latter properties are not the prop- 
erties of the church, but of the people. 
““The ecclestical situation, therefore, 
as it lies in many minds, is this: The 
church property in Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines, being to a large extent, 
the property of the state, is not right- 
fully the proprety of the Roman Catho- 
lic church. The United States govern- 
ment, therefore, should. take possess- 
ion of all ehurch property, carefully 
determine what moiety of the property 
actually belongs to the Roman Catho- 
lic church as such, and retain the re- 
mainder under its own control for the 
benefit of the peoples of the new ter- 
ritories. 

“fT would advocate that the United 
States government should take pos- 
session of church property in the new 
territories, selling the same at public 
sale, and placing the money in its own 
treasury; but I do say that the people 
of this new territory, in each of their 
cities and towns, should have an ap- 
portunity to determine what use should 
be made of these church edifices. They 
were built by momeys forced from 
them by the oppressive methods of the 
Spanish government, and they are 
morally, and they think legally, the 
property of the inhabitants of these 
territories. Let there be a vote, for 
instance: in each of the towns and 
parishes of Porto Rico as to the dis- 
posal of the church edifices.”

DAY IN COURT, 


Morrison Called Mra, Maine 2 
Lot of Naughty Names and Got 
Arrested for It—Police Digni- 
tary’sName Dragged in the Mire, 


The trial of Mrs. Emma Morrison for 
disturbing the peace was the piece de 
resistance in Justice Morrison’s court 
yesterday aféernoon, and Hemlock- 
street society was out in full force to 
take in the show.- 

There were two charges against Mrs. 
Morrison, and Mrs. Josie: Maine was 
the complaining witness in each case. 
Mrs. Morrison and Mrs. Maine live in 
adjoining houses on Hemlock street, a 
more or less aristocratic neighborhood 


in the Sixth Ward. Mrs. Maire for- 
merly lived in Mrs. Morrison’s house, 


but the two families could not agree, 
Mrs. Maine emigrated to the ad- 
joining premises. The removal did not 
decrease the friction between the two 
families, and spats between, them have 


soa 


been frequent. The discord resulted 
in the arrest of Mrs. Morrison for dis- 
turbing the peace of Mrs. Maine, De- 


cember 8 and again on December 12. 

In substantiation of the first charge, 
Mrs. Maine testified that while she was 
milking her cow on the morning of De- 
cember 3, Mrs. Morrison came out of 
her house and called her a lot of vile 
names. She also accused her of being 
unduly intimate with a high police of- 
ficial, and alleged that she made her 
baby drunk. Later in the day when 
Mrs. Maine was scrubbing her porch 
Mrs. Morrison again came out and 
her. During this 
abuse Mrs. Maine made no reply, so she 
testified, except to tell Mrs. Morrison 
that she ought to be ashamed to talk 
Se. 

On cross-examination Mr. - Sanders, 
counsel for the defendant, tried to get 

Mrs. Maine to admit that she had told 
Mrs. Morrisom that. she received $250 
from J, D. Steele & Son to give false 
testimony in the case of the people 
vs. J. D. Steele, recently tried in Jus- 
tice Young's court. Mrs. Maine ve- 
hemently denied this insinuation. She 
also denied that her animus in having 
Mrs. Morrison arrested was revenge be- 
cause Mrs. Morrison appeared before 
the grand jury in an endeavor to have 
Mrs. Maine indicted for perjury in con- 
nection with the Steele ease. Mrs. 
Maine also indignantly denied all ‘in- 
sinuations of intimate relations with 
a police official. 

Mrs. Maine's little girl corroborated 
her mother’s testimoney concerning the 
abusive language used by Mrs. Morri- 
son, 

The defendant entered a sweeping 
denial to all the charges as to the dav 
in question, but indirectly admitted that 
there had been some disturbance on the 
previous day. 

The court reserved judgment in this 
case, and the trial of Mrs. Morrison for 
disturbing the peace of Mrs. Maine on 
December 12 was then taken up. 

Mrs. Maine testified that upon this 
occasion Mrs. Morrison began the 
trouble by telling Mrs. Maine’s little 
girls that. their mother sent them to 
school dirty. When Mrs. Maine remon- 
strated with her, Mrs. Morrison again 

her with foul lantuage and re- 
pe ated the calumny about illicit rela- 

tions betwee ‘n her and a police digni- 
tary. 

“You talked back and told Mrs. Mor- 
rison that she was afilicted with a 
loathsome disease, didn't you?” asked 
counsel for defense, 

“No. I wouldn’t quarrel with any 
one so low. IT wouldn't call that woman 
any vile names. She isn’t worth it,” 
was the repiy. 

Mr. Sanders again tried to bring in 
the perjury matter, but the court would 
not let him do it. 

Miss Leah Galtman, a buxom young 
Woman whose home is on Jackson 
street, but who has been living with 
Mrs. Maine since December 11, ¢or- 
roborated Mrs. Maine's testimony about 
the naughty language used by Mrs. 
Morrisen. She also said Mrs. Morrison 


composed a tantalizing little sore, the 
refrain of which. was, “I won't get 
baby drunk any more,” which she 


sang to make Mrs.

the testimony was in, Justice 


| Morrison entered a verdict of guilty in 


this case, and set Saturday at 10 
o'clock as the date of sentence.
